W hat isn't 
su re a t this point is w hether the Spada firm can fu lfill its end 
of the contract which will pay it at least $18 7 ,000 a y ear plu s 
any cost of liv ing increase*. 
Spada s prime du m p site is a 30-acre parcel of land off Old 
Kings Highway in M t. M arion. Strong opposition has de­ 
v eloped in Sau gerties with Su perv isor-Elect Frank Greco and 
the Town Repu blican com m ittee leading the way . They say a 
19 7 0 ordinance prohibits the du m ping of ou t of town refu se in 
Sau gerties. 
There was little opposition at last night’s cou ncil meeting, 
with only Alderm an Daniel Sm ith (D -llth W ard) v oting 
ag ainst the m easu re. S m ith didn’t speak on the su bject bu t it 
is believ ed his opposition stem s from city plans to set u p a 
transfer station in his ward at the old city incinerator off W ilbu r 
Av enu e. 
A lderm an Em illio A. Primo (D -Eighth W ard) was ex cu sed, 
accou nting for the 11-1 margin. 
John Glennon of 6 2 Fair Street spoke in opposition to the 
city 's plans to com pact and then ship its trash ou t of town. 


Referring to the transfer station, he said, "It wou ld be an 
ex pensiv e, noisy , u nclean operation. Transfer the entire opera 
tion. It wou ld be more sensible.” 
The alderm en also gav e their final approv al to an am endm ent 
to the city charter establishing the nu m ber and location of city 
v olu nteer fire com panies The v ote was 11*1 with Alderman 
Jam es Howard (D -Sev enth W ard) v oting against. Howard said 
he was told there wou ld be no action taken on the v olu nteer 
fire situ ation u ntil a state stu dy of city fire defense* had been 
receiv ed and rev iewed. T hat stu dy resu lt* are du e before the 
end of the y ear 
There was nev er any q u estion abou t the m easu re's passage 
althou gh sev eral alderm en. Donald E Qu ick (D -Six th W ard) 
in particu lar took ex ception to a "letter to the editor” from 
Wicks Hose in W ednesday 's Freem an. It was highly critical of 
city gov ernm ent, blam ing the city fathers for allowing the 
altercation between a v olu nteer (Ronald Keller) and two paid 
men (Chris Cahill and Gil Combs) at the Nov . 19 C hildren’s 
Library fire to occu r. 
The city was formally serv ed with K eller’s notice of claim for 
$1 million in dam ages last night. Corporation Cou nsel Aaron 
E. Klein said the m atter had been referred to the city 's 
insu rance carriers. 
The alderm en approv ed the transfer of $19 .205 from the 
personnel accou nt to the eq u ipm ent accou nt of the city 
laboratory in order for the lab to pu rchase a radiom m u noassay 
m achine for testing blood.

Tu esday when a CB (Citizens Band) radio in her kitchen blared 
forth, "Em ergency , no food, no water, no power, send help." 
The u su al fare for the citizen band radio monitors of Sou thern 
T ier REACT is stranded motorists, said Mrs. Schiller. Bu t this 
distress signal cam e from abou t 2,000 miles away off the coast 
of Colombia. Sou th America. 
The crew of a Panam anian shrim p boat lost at sea for fiv e 
day s is aliv e today , thanks to the efforts of this v olu nteer who 
has been inv olv ed w ith CB for only fou r m onths. 
Speaking to a m em ber of the shrim p boat W hite Clou d's 
crew. Mrs. Schiller wrote dow-n the latitu de and longtitu de as 
well as some other distance m easu rem ents, then she called 
Stew-art Airport. 
Officials there notified the U. S. Coast Gu ard in New York 
City , and the message was dispatched ou t of M iami to Allbrook 
AFB in the C anal Zone. A tu g was dispatched to the scene and 
the rescu e effected. 
M rs. Schiller had reestablished contact with the W hite Clou d 
captain and assu red him rescu ers were on the way . 
It may seem strange th a t CB radios in u pstate New York were 
receiv ing the ship's signals when they were going u nheeded 
mu ch closer to the sou rce. Officials said the W hite C lou d’s 
signals had gone into the u pper atm osphere and had been 
reflected back to earth thou sands of miles away in what CB 
radio operators call a "sk ip.’' 
W hile it is not u nu su al to receiv e signals from a long distance 
away , the odds on getting a shrim p boat in the Sou th A tlantic 
sending an SOS make the occu rence "v ery rare," said Mrs 
Schiller. 
The W hite Clou d had also lost its power sou rce and was 
drifting, 9 he said, making com m u nication by ship to shore radio 
impossible. The captain told her the v essel “ went dead in the 
w ater.” 
Were the story to end here it wou ld be interesting enou gh, 
bu t another coincidence is thrown in. 
Ju st three day s earlier 
on Satu rday , another CBer Jam es Lu cy of Wallkill, also a 
mem lier of Sou thern Tier REACT, had picked u p distress 
signals from the same shrim p boat 
At this point the ship was off the coast of 
Brazil, and had 
been drifting for only two d a w Lu cy notified the Coast G u ard 
and the rescu e attem pt was made by the Brazilian Nav y , 
according to M rs. Schiller. 
Bu t rou gh seas hanq iered operations and the fishing craft had 
to be cu t loose. Somehow it became lost again, drifting north 
in the A tlantic toward Colombia

Puzzle 


MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPI) 
— Gov. Thomas Salmon says 
he is puzzled by the motiva­ 
tions of state legislators who 
have twice rejected an opera­ 
tions plan for the new Vermont 
Transportation Agency. 


For the second time in as 
many months, a special legis­ 
lative committee Tuesday 
turned down a plan submitted 
by Transportation Secretary- 
designate Arthur Ristau. 


At his weekly news con­ 
ference Wednesday, Salmon 
said he doesn't understand the 
reason for the rejection. He 
said the plan was a reasonable 
recommendation to eliminate 
about 20 state jobs and save 
$177,000, 


The first proposal wag re­ 
jected in early November by 
the committee because of a 
lack of cost savings estimates. 
Salmon said it was un­ 
fortunate the whole matter 
seemed to have taken on polit­ 
ical overtones. According to 
the governor, a bias against 
socalled “ super-agencies” and 
“ big government" in general 
and differences over person­ 
alities involved in the creation 
of the new agency seem to have 
intruded into the controversy. 


One of the issues known to 
have played a role in con­ 
troversy was the governor’s de­ 
cision not to appoint Highway 
Commissioner John Gray to 
the new poet. Salmon said 
there is no question that if 
Gray — a favorite among con­ 
servatives — had gotten the 
post, there would be less trou­ 
ble getting approval for the 
new plan. 


The governor said he will 
talk with Ristau and Trans­ 
portation 
Board 
Chairman 
Robert Gensburg to try to 
come up with another proposal 
that can win the support of the 
lawmakers. 
On another matter, Salmon 
said he doesn’t want to put a 
damper on the festive holiday 
season by discussing bad news 
about the economy. 
Therefore, he said he has 
declared a moratorium on dis­ 
cussion of economic trends in 
the state. Instead, he said he 
will wait till his Jan. 8 address 
to the state legislature to pre­ 
sent his views on the economy.

CHARLESTON, S.C. (UPI) - U.S. Custom s agent* are 
trying to untangle the mystery of how 260 pounds of a $1.3 
million gold bullion shipm ent consigned from Sw itzerland to 
Saudi Arabia wound up in Charleston — and what happened 
to the other 330 pounds. 


“ 1 mean the whole thing is just unbelievable," agent D .J. 
Lane said W ednesday. “ The plane stopped 27 tim es after 
pick ing up the gold in Sw itzerland and there was a different 
ground crew in each place. 


“ People all over the world are trying to figure out what 
happened.” 


The $530,000 worth of gold bars was found in a DC8 owned 
by Overseas N ational Airlines Co., a private charter service 
based in New York . The plane had been flown into Charleston 
Air Force Base to pick up m ilitary personnel and fly them to 
Frank furt, G erm any. 
Louis Week s, a civilian contractor who unloads planes at the 
base, was removing spare seats from the cargo area when he 
found the five boxes containing the gold. The boxes were in a 
floor com partm ent in the front of the plane, an area not 
normally used for cargo. 
A spok esman for Overseas N ational said the gold had been 
placed on the plane Dec. 6 by a Saudi A rabian airline which 
had chartered the aircraft. The original bill of lading identified 
11 boxes, each containing 25 bars of gold weighing 2.2 pounds 
each.

But he said the parent firm — which 
frequently carries bullion — 
was not informed there was a 
shipm ent of gold on the aircraft. 


Patrick O'Brien, special agent in charge of investigations for 
the U.S. Custom s Office in Charleston, said an invoice found 
with the gold showed it was supposed to have been shipped 
from Zurich, Switzerland, to Jeddah, Saudi Arabia. He 
declined to say to what company or person in Saudi Arabia the 
gold was supposed to have been shipped. 


O'Brien said officials are attem pting to determ ine if the gold 
was stolen and then smuggled into this country or if it was left 
aboard the plane by m istak e, 


"I have reason to believe the gold was stolen," O 'Brien said. 
He would not elaborate. 


The spok esman for Overseas N ational said the airline was not 
informed the gold was missing either by the Saudia Arabian 
airline which placed the cargo aboard or by the individual to 
whom it was being shipped.

G E Loses 
Two Battl es 


N.Y. (U PI) — The General Electric Co. has lost 
two battles in its fight with the state Department of Environ­ 
mental Conaervation over En Con’a order for GE to stop 
dumping PCBs into the Hudson River. 
In the final hearing Wednesday on the order, a GE request 
to drop some questionable data it had supplied on PCB 
pollution in fish samples was blocked by attorneys for environ­ 
mental groups intervening in the case. 
In addition, the environmentalists’ attorneys got into 
evidence an updated GE study that showed PCB levels in fish 
were as high as En Con claimed, and, in some cases, higher. 
The chemicals were dumped into the Hudson from plants at 
Fort Edward and Hudson Falls. 
In asking to withdraw the earlier data, GE said it agreed there 
were certain inconsistencies" that could not be rectified before 
the hearing ended. 
A consultant GE had hired to conduct fish sampling 
admitted during testimony last week that some results were 
confused, 
with possible inaccurate labeling of samples and 
incorrect results. 
No decision date has been set in the hearing, an En Con 
spokesman said. GE, EnCon lawyers and the environmentalists 
have until Jan. 15 to file more informtion in the case. 
The spokesman said a decision will be made after that on 
whether a violation of state standards for PCB discharges has 
occurred, and if so another round of hearings will be held to 
determine penalties. 
PCB, the common name for polychlorinated biphenyl, is an 
electrical insulator used in the manufacture of capacitors at the 
two plants. 
Dr. Gerald Lauer, head of a consulting firm in Middletown, 
said at a Dec. 9 hearing that results from some of the tests done 
on fish may have been confused. 
Wednesday, James Laubscher, general manager of the 
Memphis, Tenn., laboratory that did the chemical testa, 
submitted results of some later tests and decsribed his facility. 
In other testimony Wednesday, two fishermen called by 
environmental groups intervening in the case said En Con’s 
Aug. 7 warning about PCB pollution had halted almost all sport 
and commercial fishing in the river. 
The department warned not to eat anything caught in the 
Hudson, and later issued the order for GE to halt PCB 
discharges, saying the chemical poeed a threat to humans and 
animals.

Industry spo kesmen fo recast mo re disputes and higher co nstructio n 
co sts o if wo rkers are permitted to clo se do wn entire sites to back up 
their demands against ev en a mino r subco ntracto r. 
The Supreme Co urt has already ruled against this ex pansio n o f unio n 
picketing po wer, which to day co nstitutes a seco ndary bo y co tt. Or­ 
ganized labo r, ho wev er, managed to twist eno ugh arms in bo th ho uses 
o f Co ngress to co unteract the co urt decisio n thro ugh the no w-appro v ed 
legislatio n. 
The Freeman ho pes Mr. Fo rd will fo llo w the earlier decisio n o f o ur 
high co urt and v eto he legislatio n. Co ngress, in its anx iety to please 
the unio ns and perhaps insure many o f the incum bents tho se labo r* 
v o tes in the nex t electio n, sho uld nev er hav e attem pted to legislate 
a path aro und the Supreme Co urt. 
No ting the present sad emplo y ment statistics in the Hudso n Valley 
co nstructio n wo rk, the last thing we need is unco nstitutio nal legisla­ 
tio n killing mo re jo bs.

W A S H IN G T O N — T h e im pa sse 
between the United States and Tu rkey , 
instead of being resolv ed with a loosening 
of the arms embarg o, has now worsened 
to the point where restoration of any thing 
close to intimacy between the two old 
allies is u tterly ru led ou t—an ominou s 
dev elopment in the strateg ic Eastern 
Mediterranean. 
W ithou t pu blic acknow ledg em ent, 
priv ate neg otiations, beg u n after Con­ 
g ress in October repealed the most objec­ 
tionable part of the Tu rkish arms em­ 
ba rg o, a re now m ire d de e p in 
Washing ton-Ankara slu dg e. 
Some of­ 
ficials here dou bt the U.S. can ev er ag ain 
become chief arms su pplier for its faithfu l 
ally . 
That wou ld mean finding other way s to 
keep Tu rkey v iable as eastern anchor of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Org anization 
(NATO). One possible way : make other 
NATO members responsible for su pply ­ 
ing Tu rkey ’s army , thereby ending the 
long special relationship between Wash­ 
ing ton and Ankara. 
Any possible “Natoizing ” of the Tu rk­ 
ish army is for the fu tu re. For now, this 
mu ch is trag ically certain: Tu rkey will 
nev er fu lly recov er from the blow to its 
pride and arms by the cong ressional 
embarg o, imply ing permanent loss of this 
cou ntry ’s towering influ ence with the 
Eastern M editerranean’s key power. 
A m erican diplom a ts hoped the 
embarg o’s repeal wou ld partly restore 
U.S. prestig e and encou rag e Tu rkey to 
permit activ e u se of U.S. anti-Sov iet 
espionag e bases. Su ch hope flattened the 
moment the new neg otiations opened 
Oct. 28 . What came throu g h to U.S. 
neg otiators with thu ndering clarity was 
this impossible Tu rkish demand: a U.S. 
pledg e that the flow of American arms 
wou ld nev er be interru pted ag ain, either 
insu lting ly by cong ressional edict or oth­ 
erwise. 
The demand inv okes Catch-22. No su ch 
pledg e cou ld be g iv en u nder the U.S. 
constitu tional sy stem. Ev en if it cou ld, 
the U.S. wou ld pledg e nothing withou t a 
prior u nderstanding that the Tu rkish 
g ov ernment wou ld pu ll back some troops 
from Cy pru s and retu rn some territory - 
seized du ring Tu rkey ’s 1974 inv asion. 
Tu rkey refu ses to do either. 
The impasse is described by one U.S. 
official: “We’v e g otten ou rselv es cau g ht 
in a Catch-22 situ ation. They want some­ 
thing we wou ldn't g iv e, ev en if we cou ld, 
withou t g etting something from them 
they won’t g iv e first.” 
So deep is the impasse that Tu rkey has 


su g g ested a radical transformation of its 
u nderly ing relationship with Washing ton 
along lines of the U.S.-Spanish bases 
ag reement. Instead of the U.S. hav ing 
base rig hts g iv en it by an ally , the U.S. 
wou ld neg otiate a long -term treaty with 
T u rkey g u aranteeing annu al rental 
pay ments for American u se of the bases 
as in the case of Spain. Once the treaty 
had been confirmed by the Senate, U.S. 
pay ments to Tu rkey cou ld not be inter­ 
ru pted by cong ressional embarg o. 
Bu t the relationship between allies 
(Tu rkey and the U.S. ) and non-allies 
(Spain and the U.S.) is profou ndly dif­ 
ferent. NATO commits the U.S. to come 
to the defense of Tu rkey in case of 
Commu nist attack. Spain, with no su ch 
commitment from W’ashing ton, has ev ery 
rig ht to charg e money for U.S.. bases. 
Conseq u ently U.S. officials flatly reject 
su ch a transformation of the U.S.-Tu rk­ 
ish relationship. Besides, Cong ress wou ld 
almost certainly nev er approv e a Tu rkish 
bases treaty . 
At this week’s NATO meeting in 
Bru ssels, Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
sing er tried ag ain to break the Greek- 
Tu rkish 
deadlock 
ov er 
Cy pru s—the 
sou rce of all the trou ble. Kissing er has 
been ex tremely activ e recently try ing to 
soften 
Tu rkey ’s 
u nderstandable 
bu t 
potentially su icidal hard line. One Kis­ 
sing er ploy : secretly dispatching Demo­ 
cratic Rep. Way ne Hay s of Ohio to Anka­ 
ra last week for a long hu ddle with 
Tu rkish Prime Minister Su ley man De- 
meril. 
According to Defense Department of­ 
ficials, Demerit told Hay s that since the 
fiv e major American bases now closed 
down are all intellig ence stations, the 
U.S. shou ld g u arantee reg u lar pay ments 
to Tu rkey . Spy bases, said Demeril, are 
an obv iou s prov ocation to Moscow, which 
wou ld make them immediate targ ets in 
case of war. 
Some 
prog ress 
cou ld 
resu lt 
from 
Kissing er’s efforts in Bru ssels to keep 
Greeks and Tu rks in reg u lar contact on 
the Cy pru s issu e and from Cy pru s neg o­ 
tiations schedu led nex t month u nder Un­ 
ited Nations au spices. Certainly Greece 
wants a settlement. Presu mably so does 
Tu rkey , which was chastised in the UN 
General Assembly last month, 117-1, on 
the Cy pru s q u estion. 
Bu t similar anemic sig ns of “ prog ress’ 
hav e been a ru nning part of the trag ic 
Cy pru s affair for more than a y ear. They 
do not modify the harsh tru th that Tu r­ 
key has been transformed from faithfu l 
friend to su llen strang er, with dang erou s 
liabilities for the U.S. and NATO and 
potential assets for the Sov iet Union. 


Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
Gaseo us My stery : 
Why It Happened

WASHINGTON—We hate to eay we to ld y o u so , but we to ld y o u 


8 0. 
As early as No v . 2 2 , 19 74 , we warned that the natural gas industry 
was co nspiring to create a pho ny “ sho rtage” as an ex cuse to deregulate 
prices. We suggested in subsequent co lumns that plenty o f ga^ was 
av ailable to heat ho mes and run facto ries. It simply wasn t being 
deliv ered. 
We po inted o ut that the gas co mpanies had co ntracted to deliv er 31 
per cent mo re gas than was co ming thro ugh the pipelines. It was 
unlikely , we suggested, that the co mpanies wo uld hav e signed 
co ntracts to deliv er mo re gas than they had av ailable. 
The pro ducers simply were ho lding back gas, we charged, until they 
go t the right price. No w they hav e go t the right price, and, v o ila, there 
is suddenly plenty o f natural gas. 
Co ngress has allo wed them to sell gas at unregulated prices to 
“ emergency ” areas. It was the co mpanies, o f co urse, that created the 
emergency in the First place by curtailing gas deliv eries. No w that they 
can charge the price they want, the gas is flo wing again, and the 
emergency miraculo usly has ev apo rated. 
This little shell g ame, which will cost 
at the American Petroleu m Institu te, and 
u tility u sers millions, cou ld hav e been 
ex posed if the g ov ernment had kept its 
own data on oil and g as reserv es. Then 
the 
g ov ernment 
wou ld 
hav e 
known 
whether the “shortag e” was real or con­ 
triv ed. 
With this in mind, Cong ress au thorized 
th e F ederal Energ y A dm inistration 
(FEA) to condu ct a “complete and inde­ 
pendent analy sis of actu al (domestic) oil 
and g as reserv es,” and appropriated $3 
million to do the job. 
We reported in Nov ember, 1974, that 
the FEA su rv ey was being ru n “for the 
benefit of the oil men, not for the benefit 
of the pu blic.” We noted that su rv ey 
forms “had been modified to incorporate 
v irtu ally all the su g g estions from the 
indu stry .” 
We aiso reported that the su rv ey forms 
were being influ enced by the American 
Petroleu m Institu te, the indu stry ’s pow­ 
erfu l Washing ton lobby . 
Howev er, we q u oted the su rv ey direc­ 
tor, Daniel Rathbu n, as insisting that the 
FEA wou ld g o to other sou rces to find ou t 
how mu ch oil and g as America really has 
in its reserv es. 
As it tu rned ou t, Rathbu n’s stu dy 
praised both the American Petroleu m 
Institu te and the American Gas Associa­ 
tion for their efforts in compiling the data 
on oil and g as reserv es. The stu dy recom­ 
mended that the g ov ernment merely keep 
an ey e on these two indu stry g rou ps, 
rather than ru n su rv ey s of its own in the 
fu tu re. 
Then, believ e it or not, Rathbu n left the 
g ov ernment and went to work for the 
American Petroleu m Institu te. T 
his 
heig htened ou r su spicion that the $3 
million su rv ey , which was su pposed to 
g iv e the pu blic a tru e pictu re of the oil 
and g as shortag e, was shaded to fav or the 
indu stry . 
We called Rathbu n who insisted that he 
had no ties to the oil indu stry and swore 
that his stu dy was not slanted. We hav e 
now learned, howev er, that Rathbu n has 
a close tie to Charles DiBona, the Ameri­ 
can Petroleu m Institu te’s ex ecu tiv e v ice 
president. 
DiBona first worked with Rathbu n in 
the Pentag on eig ht y ears ag o. Then 
DiBona hired Rathbu n to work at the 
Center for Nav al Analy sis. DiBona su bse­ 
q u ently joined the American Petroleu m 
Institu te, and Rathu n stay ed in g ov ern­ 
ment, winding u p at the FEA. Now 
Rathbu n has joined his old friend DiBona 


DiBona was the man who pu t him on the 
pay roll. 
The tax pay ers, meanwhile, hav e spent 
$3 million to be told that the oil and g as 
indu stry can be tru sted to continu e to 
inform the g ov ernment whether or not 
there is a shortag e — a conclu sion that 
the Federal Trade Commission, for one, 
has called “q u estionable.” 
Footnote: DiBona told u s he mig ht hav e 
talked to Rathbu n in g eneral terms abou t 
the stu dy before hiring him. DiBona 
insisted “there ju st isn’t any thing sinister 
to it.” He had asked Rathbu n to continu e 
to work for the American Petroleu m 
Institu te becau se he is a man of "in­ 
tellig ence and integ rity ,” said DiBona. 
Both Rathbu n and DiBona said they 
didn’t recall discu ssing the FEA su rv ey 
before the job offer. 
Arab Boy cott — Rog ers C.B. Morton, 
the ou tg oing Commerce Secretary , has 
tu rned ov er to Cong ress at last the names 
of American companies which hav e been 
pressu red by Arab cou ntries to su pport 
their boy cott of Jewish-affiliated bu si­ 
nesses. 
Morton insisted, howev er, that Rep. 
John Moss, D-Calif., who req u ested the 
names, 
shou ld 
nev er 
release 
them. 
Throu g h the Commerce Departm ent’s 
own mishandling of the names, howev er, 
we hav e learned some of them. 
Morton wrote to Attorney General Ed­ 
ward Lev i on Au g u st 1,19 75, for ex ample, 
discu ssing an Arab boy cott req u est from 
the Jordanian g ov ernment to Interna­ 
tional Bechtel, Inc. The Jordanians re­ 
pu diated the relig iou s discriminatory re­ 
q u est to Bechtel, he reported. 
Bu t he added, "I am now writing to 
inform y ou , for su ch inv estig ation as y ou 
may deem appropriate, of fou r additional 
Arab boy cott req u ests reported to this 
Department which we believ e inv olv e 
discrimination on ethnic or relig iou s 
g rou nds.” 
Morton listed possible discriminatory 
req u ests from Iraq and Sau di Arabia to 
fou r U.S. firms: the W hittaker Corp. of 
Los Ang eles, Marks and Clerk, a Chicag o 
law firm; the Johnston Pu mp Co. of 
Glendora, Calif.; and the Red Wing Shoe 
Company of Red Wing , Minn. 
The Ju stice Department acknowledg ed 
that it is inv estig ating the Arab boy cott 
bu t refu sed to comment on what com­ 
panies are inv olv ed. All the companies 
named in Morton’s letter denied any 
discriminatory practice.

No weird ball rev elations, 
no coast to coast frisson of fear, no flash 
of pu blicity ex cept perhaps for tha article, 
not in "The National Inq u irer” bu t "The 
Wall Street Jou rnal” (Dec. 5). 
The nine people fou nd dead in the 
strewn postu res of failed escape arou nd 
the Denv er City , Tex as, home of J. C. 
Patton last Feb. 2nd weren’t mu rdered by 
a otorcy cle g ang . They were killed by 
hy drog en su lfide g as from a nearby Atlan­ 
tic Richfield Co. oil well. For this the 
Federal Occu pational Safety and Health 
Administration has fined Atlantic Rich­ 
field the g randiloq u ent su m of $1,100. If 
that doesn’t pu t big indu stry on warning 


to police u p its safety practices, it’s hard 
to think of what will. As for the relativ es 
of the deceased, whatev er consolation 
they may g et will hav e to come from the 
su its they ’v e filled , prov ided they win 
them. 
Energ y M arty rs 
The hy drog en su lfide g as which in 
minu te amou nts cau ses death by paraly t­ 
ic asphy x iation was beng u sed to force 
residu al oil u p and ou t of the g rou nd from 
a tired and mostly depleted well. Ex trac­ 
tion of su ch marg inal deposits is in 
accordance with the g ov ernment’s pro­ 
g ram of increasing energ y produ ction, so 
y ou mig ht say that these nine were the 
first heroic Americans to g iv e their liv es 
for Operation Independence.

W 
need ou r jobs more than we need oi 
liv es, bu t su ch is the reasoning of politic!

This intellectu al pollu tion is being o 
fered as sou nd, free market economic: 
Ev en monopoly capitalism isn’t that d< 
based.

Bu t how do we conv ince Jerry Ford th:

spend more to stay aliv e? That head 
his has prov ed splendidly resistant 
ev ery thing directed at it, most of t 
reason. May be a protest is in order. Oi 
like Vietnam v ets stag ed at the Capit 
when

PA R IS (U PI) — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has ap­ 
parently decided to stress co­ 
operation instead of confronta­ 
tion with Third World coun­ 
tries at an international con­ 
ference on energy and raw ma­ 
terials. 
Kissinger’s speech on oil 
prices at Tuesday’s opening 
session of the Conference on 
International Economic Coop­ 
eration was praised as mod­ 
erate by most delegates. 
But the Algerian Press Ser­ 
vice said it was moderate only 
“ in relation to the hardness 
that certain delegations ex­ 
pected and other wished from 
the 
American 
secretary 
of 
state." 
Some of these expectations 
were of Kissinger’s own mak­ 
ing. 
Kissinger told British re­ 
porters in London Sunday that 
he would make a "confronta­ 
tional" speech threatening to 
cut some aid to poor nations 
unless they join his campaign 
for lower oil prices. 
But the secretary’s speech 
Tuesday stressed cooperation 
and, while urging lower oil 
prices, repeated past U.S. pro­ 
posals to help the poor nations. 
Kissinger apparently had a 
change of heart in the 48 hours 
before he spoke. But the rea­ 
son was not clear. 
Some government sources 
said Kissinger still sees the oil 
crisis as a battle, with the 
West up against a hostile bloc 
of oil producers and the Third 
World to be won to one side or 
the other. 
The sources said a struggle 
to influence 
Kissinger was 
going on within the State De­ 
partment, with the "confron- 
ters” prevailing on Sunday 
and the “ cooperators" winning 
out on Tuesday. 
Other sources denied any 
la s t - m in u t e 
change 
in 
Kissinger’s speech and said he 
“ was just blowing offf steam" 
in London. 
The three-day meeting is 
charged with setting up the 
apparatus 
to 
reshape 
the 
world's economic relations. 
The ministers from the 27 
delegations — 26 nations plus 
the European Common M ar­ 
ket — will set up four com­ 
missions on energy, raw mate­ 
rials, development aid and fi­ 
nance. 
The commissions were ex­ 
pected to meet for two to three 
years to work out new relations 
between rich and poor coun­ 
tries. 
In his speech Tuesday, Kis­ 
singer called 
for lower oil 
prices, although his aides said 
later this reduction should 
come via market pressures and 
not through the conference 
meetings. 
He told the international oil 
cartel it had an obligation to 
help developing nations cope 
with 
rocketing 
fuel 
prices 
because the Western nations

The Illinois state lottery is regarded the 
largest in the nation, but it has its problems 
— someone has been accused of tapping the 
till. 
New York’s lottery was under fire for 
mismanagement but was operating fine — 
until Oct. 22, when it was suspended 
because duplicate tickets had been printed 
for one of the drawings, 
A few administrative foulups, occasional 
pressure from antigambling groups and a few 
instances of cheating have plagued state 
lotteries across the country, but most are 
making money for states. 
The New York lottery began in June 1967 
and in the 1971-72 fiscal period it took in 
$53.4 million. 
There were some charges of mismanage­ 
ment, particularly over cases where the 
winning six-digit number had not been sold 
and no top prize was awarded 
Lottery 
officials said that if the number had been 
disqualified, the top $25,000 prize would 
then have to be awarded to everyone with 
the last five digits, an unsound proposition. 
But the double print for one of the draw- 
ings did the lottery in. New York Gov. Hugh 
Carey suspended the operation and fired 
Lottery Director Jerry Bruno and 315 lottery 
employes. 
He has since ordered development of an 
instant lottery game — in which ticket 
purchasers know immediately if they have 
won — and indicated the new plan was 
expected to begin sometime next year. Carey 
predicts the new game will pull in $70 
million a year for the state. 
An instant game has proven a gold mine 
for the Michigan state lottery. 
The regular Michigan lottery has operated 
almost trouble free since its start in Novem­ 


ber of 1972 and had been netting an average 
of $65 million a year. But officials are 
expecting an even more profitable year this 
year because of "Instant Lottery' tickets, 
which are being bought at the rate of 1 
million a day. 
That led to some complaints from tavern 
owners that patrons were buying more lot­ 
tery tickets than booze, but the complaints 
were minor. 
A similar instant lottery brought trouble to 
Illinois. 
A woman who once worked at a state 
lottery office has been accused of trying to 
cheat two $10,000 Instant Lottery winners 
out of their winnings by cashing in the 
tickets for herself and switching their win­ 
ners for losing tickets. Both winners have 
been paid and she has been charged with two 
counts of official misconduct and two counts 
of altering a state lottery ticket. 
The Illinois instant game, run along with 
the regular weekly drawing, also has brought 
some complaints from businessmen who say 
their stores are glutted with people «-ho want 
to purchase nothing more than instant 
tickets. And antigambling forces complain 
that the instant tickets encourage people to 
overspend on gambling. 
Illinois Lottery Director Ralph Batch says 
he would recommend no more than two 
instant games a year — each running about 
12 weeks. 
Lotteries in Rhode Island, Connecticut 
and Ohio were running smoothly. The Rhode 
Island lottery made about $5.1 million last 
year — about what they estimated for 
revenues. The Ohio lottery, little over a year 
old, has brought $51 million to the state 
treasury and a minimum of complaints. 
Connecticut has been pulling in $51 million 
a year on its lottery with no problems.

W ASH INGTO N (U PI) - 
The U.S. Children’s Bureau 
has begun a study of black 
market babies and other adop­ 
tion abuses in five cities. 


"The selling of babies is 
barbaric and 
the 
need to 
eliminate such activity is ur­ 
gent,” said adoption specialist 
Ursula Gallagher in a report 
explaining the study. 


She cited press and con­ 
gressional reports that infants 
have been bought and sold for 
fees up to $25,000 in recent 


years. She recalled that Sen­ 
ate hearings in the 1950s and 
1960s disclosed abuses includ­ 
ing placement of children for 
high fees without concern for 
the biological mother, quali­ 
fications of the would-be pa­ 
rents or the safety and welfare 
of the child. 


“ It appears that history is 
repeating itself, probably in 
view of the imbalance between 
‘supply and demand’ of 
babies,” her report said. 
The report, in the new issue 


of Children Today, a publica­ 
tion of the Department of 
Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, 
said 
five cities were 
chosen for the study because of 
large volumes of adoptions: 
New York, Philadelphia, M i­ 
ami, Los Angeles and Des 
Moines.

No Mor e Fear of Flying 


ABOARD JE T C LIP P E R N O RTH ERN 
E A G LE (U PI) — A planeload of worried 
passengers made a lazy loop over central 
Georgia Tuesday, ending a 
seven-week 
course designed to teach people to overcome 
the fear of flying. 
" I just grew up with some false fears,’’ 
Betty Bradford, an Atlanta housewife who 
never flew before, said as she looked at white 
cloud tops 19,000 feet over Macon. "I had no 
idea it would be so smooth.” 
Only two of the 87, mostly middle-aged 
"students" in Capt. Truman “ Slim " Cum­ 
mings’ flight-fear course backed out of the 
trip, which began and ended at Atlanta’s 
airport. Two others flew petrified, gulping 
pint bottles of champagne beer-style, drink­ 
ing from the bottle with one hand and 
squeezing the arm rest with the other. 
"This has got to be the most exhilarating 
moment of my life —it’s beautiful, beau­ 
tiful,” said Margaret Cooper, who said she 
makes dozens of flights each year "but never 


without tranquilizers or a couple of drinks” 
for the nerves. 
“ It’s like Alcoholics Anonymous — you’re 
not free of your fears forevermore," she said. 
“ You take it a day at a time, or a trip at a 
time. We’ve learned to let the courageous 
part of ourselves overcome the fearful part. 


Cummings, a 29-year veteran flying for 
Pan American Airways, holds a psychology 
degree and has conducted the Monday night 
fear-of-flying courses in Miami and Houston. 
For the “ graduation" flight, Pan Am pro­ 
vided a Boeing 707, three pilots and four 
stewardesses chosen for their enthusiasm. 


Cummings and Dr. Ken Morin, a Georgia 
State University psychologist, taught the 
class tension-relieving exercises. During the 
seven weeks of classes, the fearful fliers also 
toured the Hartsfield Airport control tower 
and a Delta Airlines maintenance plant, to 
see how everything was taken care of for 
flight.

— Several court rulings in­ 
tended to assure the rights of 
unwed fathers "have delayed 
adoptive placement for many 
children, cost social agencies 
thousands of dollars in the 
search for disinterested unwed 
fathers, required prolonged re­ 
tention of children in foster 
care and caused disappoint­ 
ment to many prospective pa­ 
rents.”

KAN SAS CITY, Mo. (U PI) 
— Rusty Tuck hasn’t been 
able to cry since a stroke 
partially 
crippled 
her 
two 
years ago. But if tears were 
possible, this would be the 
time for them. 
She would cry from joy, not 
sorrow 
“ 1 hope no one ever tries to 
tell me the Christmas spirit is 
dead," said Mrs. Tuck. 27, 
who suffered a stroke two years 
ago which paralyzed her right 
arm, impaired her speech and 
walk and left her unable to 
shed tears. “ 1 know it’s not. 
People really want to help." 
Two weeks ago, Mrs. Tuck 
and her husband, L. Harold 
Tuck, spent almost all the 
family’s money on Christmas 
presents for the couple’s four 
children, aged 4 to 8. The 
ch ild ren were delighted 
because of the gaily wrapped 
presents under the Christmas 
•tree. 
"They kids were so happy, 
they’d look at the boxes all 
wrapped up and shake them 
«back and forth," said Mrs. 
Tuck. “ I spent all our money 
on presents — maybe 1 had $5 
or $6 left. Last year we didn’t 
have any money at all. Our 
friends gave us presents." 
But a thief cut short the 
Tuck’s happiness. The family 
returned home from a visit 
with relatives to find all the 
presents gone along with stereo 
equipment, tapes and a cof- 
feemaker. It was the fourth 
•time in a year the house had 
. been burglarized. 
* "Things were pretty bleak," 
said Mrs Tuck. "W e didn’t 
know what we were going to 
do." 
. But others did know what to 
do. People from as far away as 
Okinawa decided to help the 
Tucks when they read of the 
.family's plight. 
Gifts and donations poured 
in, so many that Tuck is now 
referring doners to children’s 
homes. 
“ We’ve never had a Christ­ 
mas like this and I know we'll 
never top it," said Tuck, who 
suffered a stroke himself when 
he was 10 and still has occa­ 
sional seizures. He works on 
the assembly line at a sub­ 
urban Ford plant but is fre­ 
quently laid off because of 
economic problems within the 
auto industry. 


The living room of Tuck’s 
modest home is now filled with 
donated gifts for his children. 
People have sent the family 
money, a hank made a cash 
gift to help them through the 
holidays and a grocery store 
gave them a gift certificate. 


"Some people write to say 
they're sorry to hear of our 
situation," he said. "We've 
had children 7, 8 and 9 years 
old write and send a little bit 
of money with a note saying 
they took the money out of 
savings and want to share with 
us. What can you say about 
things like that?" 


W ASH ING TO N (U PI) - The people who 
sell flowers think the poinsettia is getting a 
bum rap this Christmas season from those 
who say it’s poisonous. And the Agriculture 
Department seems to agree. 
An investigation being conducted by the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission into 
whether the flowers should carry warning 
labels telling buyers to keep them out of 
children’s reach sparked a new round of bad 
poinsettia publicity last week 
But the American Association of Nurs­ 
erymen says charges against the plants are 
a "m yth" and that no fatalities or even 
serious 
injuries 
resulting 
from 
eating 
poinsettia leaves have ever been confirmed 
Among other things it cites a 1971 study 
done at Ohio State t ’niversity in which rats 
were fed ground poinsettia leaves The rats, 
the study said, showed "no mortality land) 
no symptoms of toxicity..." 


The group also said that a frequently 
mentioned report of a child dying from 
eating a poinsettia leal in H aw aii m 1919 has 
been proven to be "heresay 
One Agriculture Department researcher 
agreed "all aorta of other possibilities could 
have caused the Hawaii death 
"We firmly believe there is no basis for 
saying they are poisonous or tone at all." the 
researcher said. Some persons are prone to 
a "little skin reaction 
from touching the 
poinsettia leaves, he said, but thousands of 
the plants are processed in the florist in­ 
dustry tvery year and few problems result 
The nurserymen also claim mistletoe sold 
in this country presents no hazard 
unlike 
the Kuropean variety which has l*een linked 
to poisonings The difference, one official 
said, is that U S 
mistletoe grows wild, 
unlike the European type which is cultivated 
and a different \anets

tarded children. They’re the 
most lovable children in ths 
world." 
And to hundreds of retarded 
children in the area, there’s 
absolutely no doubt about it. 
He is. 
Bisbing, a husky man with a 
deep booming voice who is a 
transportation salesman at a 
trucking 
firm 
in 
suburban 
Tonawanda. got started 
playing Santa Claus almost by 
accident. It has since become 
a hobby and almost a second 
occupation for him, although 
he never gets paid for it. 
“ I never take a penny,” he 
said. “ If I did, it would be 
commercial, and I ’m not a 
department store Santa.” 
He was talked into playing 
Santa Claus for a party for the 
Transportatimn Club of Buf­ 
falo in the early 1 950s after the 
man who had been playing the 
role became ill. 
He renhed a costume, played 
Santa and enjoyed it. 
Several years later, a woman 
with a retarded child asked 
him if he would play the role 
at Calasanctius School, an in­ 
stitution for the physically and 
mentally handicapped. 
" I fell in love with thsm and 
have xeen playing ever since," 
he said. 
Now. because of the number 
of children, he has four Santa’s 
helpers when he appears at the 
state school. In the past, he 
said, several of these assistants 
found the emotional effect of 
this party for retarded children 
so severe they "couldn’t take it 
and broke up. 
"You have to ‘ho ho 
in 
here," he said, pointing to his 
heart 
"You have to make 
them feel it. If you’re feeling 
bad, they will too and it can 
tear you up. 
But it's the 
greatest thrill in the world 
when they run up and throw 
themselves at vou."

Democrats Change Convention Rules 


ALBANY. N Y 
(UP!) - 
The elate Democratic commit* 
tee ha* changed the rule*, and 
rank-and-file Democrat* in the 
state will he picking fewer of 
their delegate* to the 1976 na­ 
tional convention. 
The comittee voted Tuesday 
to increa*e the at-large portion 
of the delegation from 20 to 25 
per cent, a move which drew 
charge* from reform Demo­ 
crat* that party leader* would 
have more control in shaping 
the delegation which goes to 
the convention in New York 
City next summer. 
The committee also voted to 
remove the party's so-called 15 
per cent rule, thereby allowing 
a candidate a portion of the 
Mate'* at large delegation no 
matter what percentage of the 
popular vote his delegates get 
in electon* in the state’s con­ 
gressional districts. 
tinder the new rules enrolled 
Democrat* in the state will 
elect 205 delegates in the April 
6 primary, and the state com­ 
mittee will choose 69 at large 
delegates. 
Dropping the 15 per cent 
rule will allow a candidate to 
claim a percentage of the at- 
large group equal to his dele­ 
gates’ percentage of the vote 
for elected delegates. 
Previously, 
a 
candidate's 
delegates had to poll at least 
15 per cent of the popular vote 
before he could be awarded

Only 4.461,069 of the 7,734,720

Bondurant, a stocky , dark-haired man who was broug ht up 
in Westwood, Calif., is proud that no one has been injured in 
the anti-terrorist course -and most pleased when one of his 
students escaped simulated pursuit in the final test 
That test takes place at nig ht and is a hig h-speed chase in 
which Bondurant’s instructors pursue the student chauffeur 
around the hilly track at Sears Point international Raceway , 
where the school is located. 
“One nig ht," say s Bondurant, “one of our students crested 
the top of a hill during the chase, and then as he went down 
the other side he turned off his lig hts try ing to escape, did a 
18 0-deg ree turn, pulled off into the g rass - and my instructor 
went by and didn’t even see him. I felt proud." 
Bondurant started his school 7 1-2 y ears ag o and until the 
anti-kidnaping course he concentrated mainly on training race 
drivers, people who drive sports cars and others who just 
wanted to improve their hig hway ability . 
"The Corporate Chauffeur’s Course," as he calls ths threeday 
anti-hijacking session, combines elements of all these classes. 
There is police-sty le pursuit, racing and stunt driving . 
“We teach skid control, hig h speed cornering techniq ue and 
sharp braking ," he said. "Then we put the drivers throug h 
chases and maneuvers with obstacles." 
The chauffeurs use their corporation cars -mostly Cadillac 
limousines—and are put throug h front, rear and fourwheel 
lockups, 180 and 360 deg ree turns, recovery drills and an oil- 
slicked skid area. 
"It’s not the kind of thing a chauffeur would do—unless he's 
try ing to save his boss’ life," said Bondurant.

Some men iturt "fathering" 
early theee day*—in the de­ 
livery room 
According to Dr. T. Berry 
Brazelton, Director of Child 
Development 
Unit 
at 
the 
Children * Hoepital in Boaton, 
men who attend classes in pre­ 
natal rare and assist their 
wive* at childbirth are defi­ 
nitely on the increase, report« 
t"he Institute of Life Inaurance, 
*‘A father'* decision to help 
m the care of a new infant at 
home, whether it'* giving the 
baby a bath, changing diaper* 
or ju«t enjoying the haby at 
fussy time*," Dr. Brazelton 
told the Institute, "not only 
strengthen* a marriage but i* 
very important to the family * 
future. 
"Sharing their role* a* pa­ 
rent* early on," Dr. Brazelton 
believe*, "give* credence to 
the couple'* mutual *en*e of 
responsibility for each other 
and the new baby. The aup- 
portivenea* is an important 
indication of their future a* a 
family unit." 
The spirit that ha* propelled 
men in increasing number* to 
participate in the rare of their 
infant children ha* in recent 
years been re*pon*ible for the 
growing interest American 
men are taking in all phase* of 
parenthood, 
report* an 
in­ 
stitute Rpokeaman. 
Not only are more fathers 
assisting their wives in baby 
care, but some men are even 
taking time from their jobs 
these days to play a more 
active role in raising their chil­ 
dren. There i* a growing au­ 
dience for the spate of new 
books dealing with "parent­ 
ing" for fathers as well as 
greater participation by men 
in forums where male roles and 
responsibilities as "sharing" or 
“ single" parents are discussed. 
And. in at least one large city, 
men, married and single, par­ 
ticipate 
in 
surrogate-fat her 
courses given to those who 
wish to take care of children by 
day in their homes. 


While few will deny that the 
women’s movement has con­ 
tributed 
to 
the 
shift 
to 
"shared" or, in some cases, 
"single” parenthood, a great 
many fathers agree with Dr. 
Brazelton about the salutary 
results of "fathering.”

Ackerman took an interim job 
editing a neighborhood weekly 
newspaper, 
which 
let

make his own working hours 
His comment on the time he 
spent helping hi* wife with 
their infant *on and small 
daughter; "All I can say is, our 
kids seem to be the happiest 
kids in the world." 
Or, there is Roy Gettings, an 
illustrator in 
Atlanta, Ga., 
who became a full-time parent 
when 
he was awarded his 
children’* cu»tody in a divorce 
case —- a more frequent occur­ 
rence these day*. 


Gettings, who does most of 
his work at night after putting 
his two children, a boy, 7, and 
a girl, 5, to bed and before 
getting up at 7 o’clock to fix 
their breakfast and take them 
to school, complains of the 
“ battered parent" syndrome. 
However, he says: “ No matter 
how rough it has been -juggl­ 
ing work schedules, no social 
life to speak of and dishpan 
hands down to the elbows— 
having the kids near, sharing 
their wonder and joys and 


helping them with their prob­ 
lems is something I wouldn’t 
have wanted to miss for a 
minute." 


As for the men who are now 
sharing the role of parenting 
with their working wives, their 
lives are changing too. "1 had 
always thought that my wife 
had the easy job, staying home 
just taking care of the house 
and the kids—monotonous but 
easy," says one thirtyish hus­ 
band, an engineer whose wife 
had gone back to work when 
their youngest child entered 
kindergarten. 


As a result of discussions— 
not always amicable, they ad­ 
mit—both are now sharing 
household chores. This in­ 
cludes 
planning 
of 
meals, 
cooking, attending PTA meet­ 
ings and cleaning. 
"The other day, a Saturday 
afternoon," says the husband, 
“ I washed the kitchen floor, 
helped my 10-year old make a 
quiche Lorraine—she had seen 
it demonstrated on the French 
Chef on TV —and told my son, 
13, the facts of life. Sure, the

After "role-sharing’’ can 
"role reversal" be far behind? 
W ill 
fathers change 
places 
with 
mothers in the fore­ 
seeable future? 


One man who believes it's 
possible is Dr. Warren T. Far­ 
rell, assistant professor of soci­ 
ology at Brooklyn College and 
author 
of 
"The 
Liberated 
Man," Dr. Farrell, speaking at 
a seminar on "Changing Sex 
Role* and the Effect on Family 
Finances" sponsored by the 
institute, said: "New forms of 
division of labor within the 
family should be another op­ 
tion available to husbands and 
wives." This would mean, he 
said, 
“ reversing 
traditional 
roles—having the woman hold­ 
ing down an outside job while 
the man stays at home to take 
care of the household and chil­ 
dren.” 


For too long, Dr. Fairell be­ 
lieves, “ the division of sex 
roles in our society meant that 
the man, by virtue of bearing 
the burden for being the fami­ 
ly breadwinner, had little day- 
to-day contact with his chil­ 
dren. Often, by the time he 
comes home, the children are 
in bed." 


Conforming to the tradi­ 
tional masculine-feminine 
stereotypes, according to Dr. 


Farrell, has deprived many 
husbands and fathers "from 
enjoying warm relationships 
with their children." 


However, if Dr. Farrell see* 
role-reversal as one future al­ 
ternative, futurist Leo Davids, 
assistant professor of sociology 
at York University in Ontario, 
Canada, foresees a time less 
than twenty years from now, 
when parents-to-be or would- 
be-parents, both women and 
men, may have to prove their 
suitability through successful 
completion of a course in pa­ 
rent hood, to gain a license to 
practice it. The curriculum 
would include, he says, such 
subject* as human reproduc­ 
tion, child development, phys­ 
iology, psychology and, pre­ 
sumably, diaper-changing. 


“ Possibly, some fathers will 
be prohibited form full-time 
employment outside the home 
while they 
have pre-school 
children, or should their chil­ 
dren have extra needs in­ 
dicated by poor conduct, or 
other symptoms of psychic dis­ 
tress," he says. 


While this picture of mar­ 
riage in the 1990’s leaves vari­ 
ous questions unanswered and 
may not be embraced by many 
theologians, psychologists . . . 
or parents, both Dr. Brazelton 
and Dr. Farrell would agree 
with Professor Davids that 
fathers who spend more time 
with their children benefit not 
only th e ir fam ilies but 
themselves.

Ro se's Ro ma nce 
With New Yo rk 
NEW YORK (U PI) — Pete Rone has a romance going 
with the Big Apple. 
Two months ago, Rone visited New York to receive an 
automobile as the most valuable player in the recent World 
Series against Boston. On Wednesday, the Cincinnati Reds 
third baseman returned for an award by Sports Illustrated 
magazine as its 1975 Sportsman of the Year. 
The affable Rone, a terrific player by any other name, 
helped beat the Red Sox in a seven-game world series that 
belongs among the greatest post-season classics played. 
"Pete Rone’s contributions to the Reds’ drive to the world 
championship are incalculable," said the magazine’s edi­ 
tors in selecting the 33-year-old third sacker for the trophy. 
The nickname of "Charley Hustle" aptly applies to the 
switch-hitting Rose, whose philosophy is: "I give 110 per 
cent. I don't give 100 per cent because some guy opposite 
me might be giving that much. 
"If you have a guy equal in ability to me, I’m gonna beat 
him because I’ll try harder.” 
The indefatigable Rose hit .317 during the regular 1975 
season and batted .370 in the world series. 
He believes the Reds will return for the 1976 classic, 
especially after trades that brought utility strength in 
infielder Mike Lum from Atlanta and Bob Bailey from 
Montreal. 
"We put it all together in 1975. We’re coming off a great 
year and the experience we picked up should help us 
tremendously. We were the best defensive team in the 
National League last season and when we have Don Gullett 
on the mound, we have nine hitters in the lineup.” 
Rose credits speed and defense for Cincinnati’s success. 
"W e have a number of parks in the National League with 
artificial surfaces and that means a lot for speed.

NFL Rejects Memphis 


N EW YORK (UPI) — John Baaaett, a man used to getting 
his own way, was rebuffed Wednesday by the National Football 
League expansion committee in his bid to obtain a franchise 
for Memphis. 


Bassett, who gave the defunct World Football League instant 
credibility when he lured away Larry Csonka, Jim Kiick and 
Paul Warfield from the Super Bowl champion Miami Dolphins, 
made his pitch to have his Memphis Southman team become 
part of the NFL. He was joined by representatives of Birm­ 
ingham. 


The N F L ’s expansion committee of Pittsburgh Steelers vice- 
president Dan Rooney, San Francisco 49ers president Lou 
Spadia and Dallas Cowboys general manager Tex Schramm 
turned down the applications. 


The committee, which consulted by telephone with Denver 
Broncos chairman of the board Gerald Phipps, cited the fact 
the N F L already is putting expansion franchises into Tampa 
and Seattle next year in rejecting the applications. 


"W e felt at this time we should not have any additional 
expansion,” Rooney said. "At this time, because of problems 
that exist — in litigation, fanances and personnel — we should 
not have a further dilution in the form of players, television 
revenues and public relations, which would be necessary to 
make these teams known. 


• "W e listened to their views. We told them that we felt we 
should not do it at this time. But we would get back to our 
full membership. We told them we’d do it anyway they desire, 
a special meeting or a mail ballot. They said they’d get back 
to us in a couple of days and let us know how they wanted it 
done." 
The setback is highly unlikely to deter Bassett’s from his 
objective of gaining an N FL franchise. He came to the 
expansion committee meeting armed with pledges to buy 
4 0 ,0 0 0 
season tickets and appproximately 25 players from his 
Southmen team still under contract. In addition to the three 
former Dolphins, Bassett also has running back Willie Spencer, 
who outgained Csonka and was actively sought by several N FL 
clubs after the W F L folded. 
That the financially-disastrous W F L was able to last as long 
as it did was a tribute to Bassett’s determination. During the 
catastrophic first season, it was Bassett who forced founder 
Gary Davidson out of the commissioner’s position and restruc­ 
tured the league. 
When the W F L finally went under, Bassett went to court to 
prohibit the N FL from signing any Southmen players, hoping 
to strengthen his bid for a franchise with a readymade team. 
However, it is unlikely to league members to overrule the 
N FL expansion committee and that quite possibly will send 
Bassett and the N FL back to court in an anti-trust suit.

City Has Garbage Pact, but

The Common Council has approved contracts that will 


provide for the shipping of city refuse out of town for the next 
; 16 years. The question still remains whether the contractor can

The aldermen, returning from their recessed meeting of Dec. 


; 3, voted 11-1 last night to award a 15-year contract with a five- 
; year option to Spada Sanitation Inc. of Kingston to haul city 
• refuse out of town. 
! 
All that has been known for the past month or so. What isn't 


; sure at this point is whether the Spada firm can fulfill its end 
of the contract which will pay it at least $187,000 a year plus 
any cost of living increases. 


Spada's prime dump site is a 30-acre parcel of land off Old 


Kings Highway in Mt. Marion. Strong opposition has de- 
veloped in Saugerties with Supervisor-Elect Frank Greco and 
the Town Republican committee leading the way. They say a 
1970 ordinance prohibits the dumping of out of town refuse in 
Saugerties. 


There was little opposition at last night's council meeting, 


with only Alderman Daniel Smith (D-llth Ward) voting 
against the measure. Smith didn't speak on the subject but it 
is believed his opposition stems from city plans to set up a 
transfer station in his ward at the old city incinerator off Wilbur 
Avenue. 


Alderman Emillio A. Prime (D-Eighth Ward) was excused, 


accounting for the 11-1 margin. 


John Glennon of 62 Fair Street spoke in opposition to the 


city's plans to compact and then ship its trash out of town. 


Referring to the transfer station, he said, "It would be an 
expensive, noisy, unclean operation. Transfer the entire opera- 
tion. It would be more sensible." 


The aldermen also gave their final approval to an amendment 


to the city charter establishing the number and location of city 
volunteer fire companies. The vote was 11-1 with Alderman 
James Howard (D-Seventh Ward) voting against. Howard said 
he was told there would be no action taken on the volunteer 
fire situation until a state study of city fire defenses had been 
received and reviewed. That study results are due before the 
end of the year. 


There was never any question about the measure's passage 


although several aldermen, Donald E. Quick (D-Sixth Ward) 
in particular took exception to a "letter to the editor" from 
Wicks Hose in Wednesday's Freeman. It was highly critical of 
city government, blaming the city fathers for allowing the 
altercation between a volunteer (Ronald Keller) and two paid 
men (Chris Cahill and Gil Combs) at the Nov. 19 Children's 
Library fire to occur. 


The city was formally served with Keller's notice of claim for 


$1 million in damages last night. Corporation Counsel Aaron 
E. Klein said the matter had been referred to the city's 
insurance carriers. 


The aldermen approved the transfer of $19,205 from the 


personnel account to the equipment account of the city 
laboratory in order for the lab to purchase a radiommunoassay 
machine for testing blood. 


Alderman Clifford G. Sinsabaugh (D-10th Ward) and Philip 


DeCicco (D-Ninth Ward) voted against claiming they hadn't 


had time to study the matter. Finance Chairman John E. Finch 
(D-Fifth Ward) allowed it was on short notice but said that 
the lab would save 15 per cent by buying the machine before 
the end of the calendar year. 


Certioraris were a topic of discussion again, raised this time 


by Alderman D. Smith (R-Third Ward). 


Smith wanted to know whether the city could pay the 


$586,000 it owed Strelene Realty (Hudson Cement) in back 
taxes in installments. Klein replied to the negative, informing 
Smith the bill had been paid as of Nov. 28, through the 
issuance of bonds. Klein said the interest rates were "verv, verv 
fair."

Smith had a good deal to say on the subject. He felt the city 


didn't have to bond out the entire amount since it would be 
getting a rebate from the county (for the county's share of the 
taxes collected from Strelene), believed to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $200,000. 


But Klein pointed out, since the bill had been paid Smith's 


questions were largely academic. 


One question Smith had concerned the "judgments" account 


(from which certioraris are paid) of the city budget which went 
from a surplus of $113,000 on Oct. 30 to a deficit of $281,000 
on Nov. 30, a swing of almost $400,000. 


Neither Klein nor Finch had an immediate answer for that 


one. Mayor Francis R. Koenig did. Koenig said it was a 
"bookkeeping procedure" required by the state Department of 
Audit and Control to show the city's payment of certioraris, 
Strelene's among them.

Saves a Ship

Mrs. Cora Schiller of Milton was biting into her cornflakes 


Tuesday when a CB (Citizens Band) radio in her kitchen blared 
forth, "Emergency, no food, no water, no power, send help." 


The usual fare for the citizen band radio monitors of Southern 


Tier REACT is stranded motorists, said Mrs. Schiller. But this 
distress signal came from about 2,000 miles away off the coast 
of Colombia, South America. 


The crew of a Panamanian shrimp boat lost at sea for five 


days is alive today, thanks to the efforts of this volunteer who 
has been involved with CB for only four months. 


Speaking to a member of the shrimp boat White Cloud's 


crew, Mrs. Schiller wrote down the latitude and longtitude as 
well as some other distance measurements, then she called 
Stewart Airport. 


Officials there notified the U. S. Coast Guard in New York 


City, and the message was dispatched out of Miami to Allbrook 
AFB in the Canal Zone A tug was dispatched to the scene and 
the rescue effected 


Mrs. Schiller had reestablished contact with the White Cloud 


captain and assured him rescuers were on the way 


It may seem strange that CB radios in upstate New York were 


receiving the ship's signals when they were going unheeded 
much closer to the source Officials said the White Cloud's 
signals had gone into the upper atmosphere and had been 
reflected back to earth thousands of miles away in what CB 
radio operators call a "skip '' 


While it is not unusual to receive signals from a long distance 


away, the odds on getting a shrimp boat in the South Atlantic 
sending an SOS make the occurence "very rare," said Mrs 
Schiller. 


The White Cloud had also lost its power source and was 


drifting, she said, making communication by ship to shore radio 
impossible. The captain told her the vessel "went dead in the 
water." 


Were the story to end here it would be interesting enough, 


but another coincidence is thrown in. Just three da>s earlier 
on Saturday, another CBer James Lucy of Wallkill, also a 
member of Southern Tier REACT, had picked up distress 
signals from the same shrimp boat 


At this point the ship was off the coast of Brazil, and had 


been drifting for only two da>«. Lucv notified the Coast Guard 
and the rescue attempt was made by the Brazilian Navy, 
according to Mrs. Schiller 


But rough .seas hampered operations* and the fishing craft had 


to be cut loose. Somehow it became hM again, drifting north 
in the Atlantic toward Colombia

Vermont 
Puzzle 


MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPI) 


— Gov. Thomas Salmon says 
he is puzzled by the motiva- 
tions of state legislators who 
have twice rejected an opera- 
tions plan for the new Vermont 
Transportation Agency. 


For the second time in as 


many months, a special legis- 
lative committee Tuesday 
turned down a plan submitted 
by Transportation SecKtary- 
designate Arthur Ristau. 


At his weekly news con- 


ference Wednesday, Salmon 
said he doesn't understand the 
reason for the rejection. He 
said the plan was a reasonable 
recommendation to eliminate 
about 20 state jobs and save 
$177,000. 


The first proposal was re- 


jected in early November by 
the committee because of a 
lack of cost savings estimates. 


Salmon said it was un- 


fortunate the whole matter 
seemed to have taken on polit- 
ical overtones. According to 
the governor, a bias against 
socalled "super-agencies" and 
"big government" in general 
and differences over person- 
alities involved in the creation 
of the new agency seem to have 
intruded into the controversy. 


One of the issues known to 


have played a role in con- 
troversy was the governor's de- 
cision not to appoint Highway 
Commissioner John Gray to 
the new post. Salmon said 
there is no question that if 
Gray — a favorite among con- 
servatives — had gotten the 
post, there would be less trou- 
ble getting approval for the 
new plan. 


The governor said he will 


talk with Ristau and Trans- 
portation 
Board 
Chairman 


Robert Gensburg to try to 
come up with another proposal 
that can win the support of the 
lawmakers. 


On another matter, Salmon 


said he doesn't want to put a 
damper on the festive holiday 
season by discussing bad news 
about the economy. 


Therefore, he said he has 


declared a moratorium on dis- 
cussion of economic trends in 
the state. Instead, he said he 
will wait till his Jan. 8 address 
to the state legislature to pre- 
sent his views on the economy.

Say Witness Places Hoffa in Back Seat 


DETROIT (UPI) - Federal 


authorities refused comment 
today on a report a witness saw 
missing former Teamsters Un- 
ion boss James Hoffa in the 
back seat of a car — his hands 
behind him and apparently 
shouting — on the day he 
vanished. 


The report, by a Detroit ra- 


dio station, said one of the 
three men with Hoffa was his 
selfdescribed foster son, 
Charles "Chuckie" O'Brien, a 
Teamsters union official in 
Florida and a key figure.in the 
case. 


Federal sources said FBI 


agents were investigating the 
report but refused to 
elaborate. 


WJR radio quoted federal 


sources as saying the witness 
was one of two men who 
viewed three New Jersey sus- 
pects during an 85-minute 
identification lineup Dec. 6. 


The results of the lineup 


have not been disclosed. 


The witness reportedly told 


authorities he watched Hoffa, 
who vanished July 30 from 
outside a suburban Detroit 
restaurant, get into the rear 
seat of a car. He reportedly 


said O'Brien was seated in the 
front seat and that Hoffa ap- 
parently was shouting at him. 


The witness, who said he 


knew Hoffa and O'Brien from 
"previous experience," 
also 


was reported to have said he 
did not recognize the other two 
men in the car, but that they 
were wearing "unusual 
glasses." 


Earlier, federal sources said 


they were investigating 
O'Brien's activities on the day 
Hoffa disappeared. 
O'Brien 


already has said he was driv- 
ing a borrowed car in the area 
at the time. 


Hoffa's son, attorney James 


P. Hoffa, accused O'Brien of 
playing a role in the disap- 
pearance. The FBI has con- 
fiscated the car O'Brien was 
driving that day.

Ford Vetoes Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


The question of whether in- 
come taies will rise in 1976, at 
least temporarily, today boiled 
down to one key vote in the 
House. 


President Ford, as promised, 


vetoed a six-month extension 
of 1975's tax cuts Wednesday 
because it did not contain a 
ceiling on 1977 federal spend- 
ing. He sent the bill back to 
Congress for what promised to 
be a cliffhanger House vote on 
whether to override that veto. 


Congress goes home for 


Christmas on Friday. It 
seemed unlikely that in two 
days Congress would give Ford 
a bill any more to his liking. 


Failure to pass a bill would 


allow 1975's temporary tax 
cuts to expire at the end of this 
month, and weekly withhold- 
ing for most Americans would 
rise a few dollars. 


Ford made clear that his 


battle 
with Congress over 


whether to attach a ceiling on 
fiscal 1977 spending to the bill 


will become an issue in the 
1976 presidential campaign 


"The Congress offers only to 


keep a temporary lid on taxes 
while leaving the federal cash 
register wide open to whatever 
spending Congress wants to 
take out in an election year," 
Ford said in an appearance in 
the White House press room to 
announce the veto. 


"That I cannot and will not 


accept." 


A Democratic-controlled 


Congress has made it clear it 
cannot accept a ceiling on a 
budget it has not seen. Time 
and again, it reminded Ford 
the newly enacted con- 
gressional budget process 
would set a fiscal 1977 spend- 
ing ceiling May 15 after all 
facts are in hand 


Ford vetoed the bill hours 


before giving a Christmas ball 
for members of Congress. 


He said passage of a new tax 


cut bill coupled with a spend- 
ing ceiling would be "the best 
Christmas present over- 
burdened American taxpayers 
have had in years." 


Ford said in his veto message 


there still was time for Con- 
gress to pass a tax bill with a 
"clear commitment to cut the 
growth of federal spending" 
before it goes home for Christ- 
mas. 


"There is no need for your 


withholding taxes to go up in 
1976," Ford said. "There is no 
need for a prolonged confron- 
tation with the Congress on 
this question. 


"The only honest way to 


reduce taxes is to reduce the 
spending of tax money," Ford 
told reporters 


McHugh Favors Cut; Gil man, Fish Opposed 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Ulster County's three con- 


gressional representatives 
voted along party lines Tues- 
day on a tax cut extension 
measure that fell to a presi- 
dential veto. 


And while Rep. Matthew F. 


McHugh (D-27) expressed op- 
timism that Congress can 
round up the necessary votes 
to override that veto, Rep. 
Hamilton Fish Jr. (R-25) said 
Wednesday he is sure a veto 
will be upheld. 


The House voted Tueday to 


circumvent normal proceed- 
ings and report the bill to the 
floor just hours after it cleared 
the House-Senate Conference 
Committee. A two-thirds vote 
was necessary to permit that 
-unusual action, but it fell 
short by just 22 votes. Sup- 
porters of the measure had 
hoped to show President Ford 
that they had the necessary 
two-thirds majority to override 
the threatened veto. 


McHugh voted in favor of 


the tax cut. Fish and Rep. 
Benjamin Oilman (R-26) 
voted against the measure. Af- 
ter the rule vote failed Tues- 
day, the House conducted a 
voice vote Wednesday approv- 
ing the measure but individual 
votes were not recorded. 


Congressional observers say 


that the 256-160 vote in favor 
of the rule extension accurate- 
ly reflects Congressional senti- 
ment on the tax cut package. 


McHugh, who voted in favor 


of the rule suspension Tuesday 
and who supports the tax cut 
bill, said he believes the veto 
can be overruled. "I don't 
think it is necessarily true that 
everyone who voted against 
the rule suspension is going to 
vote to sustain the veto," he 
said. 


The bill would extend for 


another six months inflation 
fighting cuts that were ap- 
proved in 1974. If the tax cut 
provision is allowed to expire 
at the end of the year, all 
individuals will be paying 
higher withholding taxes start- 
ing with their first January 
paycheck. For the average 
worker with an income above 
$10,000, the federal govern- 
ment will take an additional 
$30 per year. 


Ford had said he would veto 


the measure because Congress 
didn't attach the federal 
spending ceiling that he had 
asked for. 


"I don't think it is un- 


reasonable to support the prin- 
ciple that lower taxes should 
be accompanied by lower 
spending," said Fish. The 
Millbrook Republican em- 
phasized that he is in favor of 
extending the tax break for 
American workers, but only if 
Congress establishes a federal 
spending ceiling for fiscal 
1977. 


McHugh, however, said the 


opposition to the tax cut bill 
expressed by Republicans— 
and the President in particular 
—is purely political". He said 
that Ford, by insisting that a 
limit on federal spending be 
included with the tax meas- 
ure, may be trying to assuage 
disgruntled Conservatives who 
are rallying behind presiden- 
tial challenger Ronald Reagan. 


And McHugh said that de-

deal of reluctance. 


"The sales tax is the worst 


tax there is except for one 
other tax ...

tax," said Hinchey. 


Hinchey said he's received 


numerous telephone calls from - 
his constituents urging him to 
oppose the sales tax increase. 
"The feeling among some of 
the people is that the only way 
you're going to eliminate all 
that patronage that exists in 
the county office building is to 
force them to make those 
tough decisions," Hinchey 
said. 


Crediting the Democrats of 


the county legislature with 
forcing Savago and the Re- 


publicans to reduce a budget 
that initially called for an 82 
per cent tax increase to below 
50 per cent, Hinchey declared,

that (cut spending). The only 
real alternative in view of the 
way they've mewed up the 
budget is a sales tax." 


Hinchey gave another reason

GE Loses 
Two Battles 


ALBANY, N.Y. (DPI) - The General Electric Co. has lost 


two battles in its fight with the state Department of Environ- 
mental Conservation over En Con's order for GE to stop 
dumping PCBs into the Hudson River. 


In the final hearing Wednesday on the order, a GE request 


to drop some questionable data it had supplied on PCB 
pollution in fish samples was blocked by attorneys for environ- 
mental groups intervening in the case. 


In addition, the environmentalists' attorneys got into 


evidence an updated GE study that showed PCB levels in fish 
were as high as En Con claimed, and, in some cases, higher. 


The chemicals were dumped into the Hudson from plants at 


Fort Edward and Hudson Falls. 


In asking to withdraw the earlier data, GE said it agreed there 


were certain "inconsistencies" that could not be rectified before 
the hearing ended. 


A consultant GE had hired to conduct fish sampling 


admitted during testimony last week that some results were 
"confused," with possible inaccurate labeling of samples and 
incorrect results. 


No decision date has been set in the hearing, an En Con 


spokesman said. GE, EnCon lawyers and the environmentalists 
have until Jan. 15 to file more informtion in the case. 


The spokesman said a decision will be made after that on 


whether a violation of state standards for PCB discharges has 
occurred, and if so another round of hearings will be held to 
determine penalties. 


PCB, the common name for polychlorinated biphenyl, is an 


electrical insulator used in the manufacture of capacitors at the 
two plants. 


Dr. Gerald Lauer, head of a consulting firm in Middletown, 


said at a Dec. 9 hearing that results from some of the tests done 
on fish may have been confused. 


Wednesday, James Laubscher, general manager of the 


Memphis, Term., laboratory that did the chemical tests, 
submitted results of some later tests and decsribed his facility. 


In other testimony Wednesday, two fishermen called by 


environmental groups intervening in the case said En Con's 
Aug. 7 warning about PCB pollution had halted almost all sport 
and commercial fishing in the river. 


The department warned not to eat anything caught in the 


Hudson, and later issued the order for GE to halt PCB 
discharges, saying the chemical posed a threat to humans and 
animals.

'No' to New York State 


For years and years the state of New York has mandated that 


counties within the state must spend so much money for welfare. And 
for all those years and years, the counties have followed the state's 
mandates and put themselves into a deeper financial hole. 


The time has come for the counties to stand firm. This yearly 


mandate coming from Albany has gone too far, The State has to be 
challenged and Ulster County must take the initiative. 


Legislature Chairman Peter J. Savago, who is working frantically to 


cut the county budget to the bone, summed up the situation in just 
a few words—"The whole thing (the budget crisis) is caused by 
welfare."

'No' to 'Common Situs9 


Congress has approved a strenghtening of organized labor's picketing 


power at construction sites, but not with the degree of enthusiasm that 
gives much expectation to passage over a presidential veto. 


That leaves the likelihood that President Ford will decide the 


question of whether union power in this vital industry will be given 
a boost. 


It is hoped that the President can decide whether to sign or veto on 


the basis of non-political considerations. He is likely to make friends 
and enemies by either course of action because of the high stakes 
involved. 


Unionists plead that they need the additonal picketing power 


provided for by the "Common Situs" bill. 


Industry spokesmen forecast more disputes and higher construction 


costs oif workers are permitted to close down entire sites to back up 
their demands against even a minor subcontractor. 


The Supreme Court has already ruled against this expansion of union 


picketing power, which today constitutes a secondary boycott. Or- 
ganized labor, however, managed to twist enough arms in both houses 
of Congress to counteract the court decision through the now-approved 
legislation. 


The Freeman hopes Mr. Ford will follow the earlier decision of our 


high court and veto he legislation. Congress, in its anxiety to please 
the unions and perhaps insure many of the incumbents those labor' 
votes in the next election, should never have attempted to legislate 
a path around the Supreme Court. 


Noting the present sad employment statistics in the Hudson Valley 


construction work, the last thing we need is unconstitutional legisla- 
tion killing more jobs.

Tragedy Deepens

WASHINGTON-The impasse 


between the United States and Turkey, 
instead of being resolved with a loosening 
of the arms embargo, has now worsened 
to the point where restoration of anything 
close to intimacy between the two old 
allies is utterly ruled out—an ominous 
development in the strategic Eastern 
Mediterranean. 


Without public acknowledgement, 


private negotiations, begun after Con- 
gress in October repealed the most objec- 
tionable part of the Turkish arms em- 
bargo, are now mired deep in 
Washington-Ankara sludge. Some of- 
ficials here doubt the U.S. can ever again 
become chief arms supplier for its faithful 
ally. 


That would mean finding other ways to 


keep Turkey viable as eastern anchor of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO). One possible way: make other 
NATO members responsible for supply- 
ing Turkey's army, thereby ending the 
long special relationship between Wash- 
ington and Ankara. 


Any possible "Natoizing" of the Turk- 


ish army is for the future. For now, this 
much is tragically certain: Turkey will 
never fully recover from the blow to its 
pride and arms by the congressional 
embargo, implying permanent loss of this 
country's towering influence with the 
Eastern Mediterranean's key power. 


American diplomats hoped the 


embargo's repeal would partly restore 
U.S. prestige and encourage Turkey to 
permit active use of U.S. anti-Soviet 
espionage bases. Such hope flattened the 
moment the new negotiations opened 
Oct. 28. What came through to U.S. 
negotiators with thundering clarity was 
this impossible Turkish demand: a U.S. 
pledge that the flow of American arms 
would never be interrupted again, either 
insultingly by congressional edict or oth- 
erwise. 


The demand invokes Catch-22. No such 


pledge could be given under the U.S. 
constitutional system. Even if it could, 
the U.S. would pledge nothing without a 
prior understanding that the Turkish 
government would pull back some troops 
from Cyprus and return some territory 
seized during Turkey's 1974 invasion. 
Turkey refuses to do either. 


The impasse is described by one U.S. 


official: "We've gotten ourselves caught 
in a Catch-22 situation. They want some- 
thing we wouldn't give, even if we could, 
without getting something from them 
they won't give first." 


So deep is the impasse that Turkey has 


suggested a radical transformation of its 
underlying relationship with Washington 
along lines of the U.S.-Spanish bases 
agreement. Instead of the U.S. having 
base rights given it by an ally, the U.S. 
would negotiate a long-term treaty with 
Turkey guaranteeing annual rental 
payments for American use of the bases 
as in the case of Spain. Once the treaty 
had been confirmed by the Senate, U.S. 
payments to Turkey could not be inter- 
rupted by congressional embargo. 


But the relationship between allies 


(Turkey and the U.S. ) and non-allies 
(Spain and the U.S.) is profoundly dif- 
ferent. NATO commits the U.S. to come 
to the defense of Turkey in case of 
Communist attack. Spain, with no such 
commitment from Washington, has every 
right to charge money for U.S.. bases. 


Consequently U.S. officials flatly reject 


such a transformation of the U.S.-Turk- 
ish relationship. Besides, Congress would 
almost certainly never approve a Turkish 
bases treaty. 


At this week's NATO meeting in 


Brussels, Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer tried again to break the Greek- 
Turkish 
deadlock 
over 
Cyprus—the 


source of all the trouble. Kissinger has 
been extremely active recently trying to 
soften 
Turkey's 
understandable 
but 


potentially suicidal hard line. One Kis- 
singer ploy: secretly dispatching Demo- 
cratic Rep. Wayne Hays of Ohio to Anka- 
ra last week for a long huddle with 
Turkish Prime Minister Suleyman De- 
meril. 


According to Defense Department of- 


ficials, Demeril told Hays that since the 
five major American bases now closed 
down are all intelligence stations, the 
U.S. should guarantee regular payments 
to Turkey. Spy bases, said Demeril, are 
an obvious provocation to Moscow, which 
would make them immediate targets in 
case of war. 


Some 
progress 
could 
result 
from 


Kissinger's efforts in Brussels to keep 
Greeks and Turks in regular contact on 
the Cyprus issue and from Cyprus nego- 
tiations scheduled next month under Un- 
ited Nations auspices. Certainly Greece 
wants a settlement. Presumably so does 
Turkey, which was chastised in the UN 
General Assembly last month, 117-1, on 
the Cyprus question. 


But similar anemic signs of "progress" 


have been a running part of the tragic 
Cyprus affair for more than a year. They 
do not modify the harsh truth that Tur- 
key has been transformed from faithful 
friend to sullen stranger, with dangerous 
liabilities for the U.S. and NATO and 
potential assets for the Soviet Union. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Gaseous Mystery: 
Why It Happened

WASHINGTON-We hate to say we told you so, but we told you 


so. 
. , , 


As early as Nov. 22, 1974, we warned that the natural gas industry 


was conspiring to create a phony "shortage" as an excuse to deregulate 
prices. We suggested in subsequent columns that plenty of gas was 
available to heat homes and run factories. It simply wasn t being 
delivered. 


We pointed out that the gas companies had contracted to deliver di 


per cent more gas than was coming through the pipelines. It was 
unlikely, we suggested, that the companies would have signed 
contracts to deliver more gas than they had available. 


The producers simply were holding back gas, we charged, until they 


got the right price. Now they have got the right price, and, voila, there 
is suddenly plenty of natural gas. 


Congress has allowed them to sell gas at unregulated prices to 


"emergency" areas. It was the companies, of course, that created the 
emergency in the first place by curtailing gas deliveries. Now that they 
can charge the price they want, the gas is flowing again, and the 
emergency miraculously has evaporated. 


This little shell game, which will cost 
at the American Petroleum Institute, and 
DiBona was the man who put him on the 
utility users millions, could have been 
exposed if the government had kept its 
own data on oil and gas reserves. Then 
the 
government 
would have known 


whether the "shortage" was real or con- 
trived. 


With this in mind, Congress authorized 


the Federal Energy 
Administration 


(FEA) to conduct a "complete and inde- 
pendent analysis of actual (domestic) oil 
and gas reserves," and appropriated $3 
million to do the job. 


We reported in November, 1974, that 


the FEA survey was being run "for the 
benefit of the oil men, not for the benefit 
of the public." We noted that survey 
forms "had been modified to incorporate 
virtually all the suggestions from the 
industry." 


We also reported that the survey forms 


were being influenced by the American 
Petroleum Institute, the industry's pow- 
erful Washington lobby. 


However, we quoted the survey direc- 


tor, Daniel Rathbun, as insisting that the 
FEA would go to other sources to find out 
how much oil and gas America really has 
in its reserves. 


As it turned out, Rathbun's study 


praised both the American Petroleum 
Institute and the American Gas Associa- 
tion for their efforts in compiling the data 
on oil and gas reserves. The study recom- 
mended that the government merely keep 
an eye on these two industry groups, 
rather than run surveys of its own in the 
future. 


Then, believe it or not, Rathbun left the 


government and went to work for the 
American Petroleum Institute. T his 
heightened our suspicion that the $3 
million survey, which was supposed to 
give the public a true picture of the oil 
and gas shortage, was shaded to favor the 
industry. 


We called Rathbun who insisted that he 


had no ties to the oil industry and swore 
that his study was not slanted. We have 
now learned, however, that Rathbun has 
a close tie to Charles DiBona, the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute's executive vice 
president. 


DiBona first worked with Rathbun in 


the Pentagon eight years ago. Then 
DiBona hired Rathbun to work at the 
Center for Naval Analysis. DiBona subse- 
quently joined the American Petroleum 
Institute, and Rathun stayed in govern- 
ment, winding up at the FEA. Now 
Rathbun has joined his old friend DiBona 


payroll. 


The taxpayers, meanwhile, have spent 


$3 million to be told that the oil and gas 
industry can be trusted to continue to 
inform the government whether or not 
there is a shortage — a conclusion that 
the Federal Trade Commission, for one, 
has called "questionable." 


Footnote: DiBona told us he might have 


talked to Rathbun in general terms about 
the study before hiring him. DiBona 
insisted "there just isn't anything sinister 
to it." He had asked Rathbun to continue 
to work for the American Petroleum 
Institute because he is a man of "in- 
telligence and integrity," said DiBona. 
Both Rathbun and DiBona said they 
didn't recall discussing the FEA survey 
before the job offer. 


Arab Boycott — Rogers C.B. Morton, 


the outgoing Commerce Secretary, has 
turned over to Congress at last the names 
of American companies which have been 
pressured by Arab countries to support 
their boycott of Jewish-affiliated busi- 
nesses. 


Morton insisted, however, that Rep. 


John Moss, D-Calif., who requested the 
names, 
should 
never release them. 


Through the Commerce Department's 
own mishandling of the names, however, 
we have learned some of them. 


Morton wrote to Attorney General Ed- 


ward Levi on August 1,1975, for example, 
discussing an Arab boycott request from 
the Jordanian government to Interna- 
tional Bechtel, Inc. The Jordanians re- 
pudiated the religious discriminatory re- 
quest to Bechtel, he reported. 


But he added, "I am now writing to 


inform you, for such investigation as you 
may deem appropriate, of four additional 
Arab boycott requests reported to this 
Department which we believe involve 
discrimination on ethnic or religious 
grounds." 


Morton listed possible discriminatory 


requests from Iraq and Saudi Arabia to 
four U.S. firms: the Whittaker Corp. of 
Los Angeles, Marks and Clerk, a Chicago 
law firm; the Johnston Pump Co. of 
Glendora, Calif.; and the Red Wing Shoe 
Company of Red Wing, Minn. 


The Justice Department acknowledged 


that it is investigating the Arab boycott 
but refused to comment on what com- 
panies are involved. All the companies 
named in Morton's letter denied any 
discriminatory practice.

Instant Death By Breathing 


WASHINGTON (KFS)-The descri- 


tion of th e scene is like a Charles Manson 
murder. Two bodies were in a pickup 
truck outside the house, there was anoth- 
er body on the ground beside it. Across 
the road yet another body, and in a car 
by the house there were five more dead 
bodies. Some were dressed and some were 
in their night clothes, as though the 
victims were fleeing a homicidal atacker 
when he caught up with them. One of 
them had time to call the police and cry, 
"It's killing us! Why don't you send 
help?" But death came before the help 
did. 


There will be no senational trial this 


time, however. No weird ball revelations, 
no coast to coast frisson of fear, no flash 
of publicity except perhaps for tha article, 
not in "The National Inquirer" but "The 
Wall Street Journal" (Dec. 5). 


The nine people found dead in the 


strewn postures of failed escape around 
the Denver City, Texas, home of J. C, 
Patton last Feb. 2nd weren't murdered by 
a otorcycle gang. They were killed by 
hydrogen sulfide gas from a nearby Atlan- 
tic Richfield Co. oil well. For this the 
Federal Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration has fined Atlantic Rich- 
field the grandiloquent sum of $1,100. If 
that doesn't put big industry on warning 


to police up its safety practices, it's hard 
to think of what will. As for the relatives 
of the deceased, whatever consolation 
they may get will have to come from the 
suits they've filled , provided they win 
them. 


Energy Martyrs 


The hydrogen sulfide gas which in 


minute amounts causes death by paralyt- 
ic asphyxiation was beng used to force 
residual oil up and out of the ground from 
a tired and mostly depleted well. Extrac- 
tion of such marginal deposits is in 
accordance with the government's pro- 
gram of increasing energy1 production, so 
you might say that these nine were the 
first heroic Americans to give their lives 
for Operation Independence. They should 
be entitled to burial at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery where, it is to be hoped, 
G. Rudolph Ford will come after he's 
digested his egg rools and read a few 
simple words, if he can pronounce them.

death is usually less overtly violent. At 
Denver City, everything died, "sheep,

ordinary way we Americans nre bumped 


off is bit by bit in the liver from some on- 
the-job chemical or by the preservatives 
in the beer or by the gradual sickening 
that comes of going shopping in the 
downtown poison gas attack. 


The reactionary professors of the Pat 


Moynihan stripe, although perhaps not 
our Ambassadorial stentor himself, hold 
that worry over death by commercial 
poisioning is the preciously effeminate 
concern of the parlor left, but a survey 
recently .commissioned by the Federal 
Energy Administration (FEA) suggests 
that's not so. The FEA has chosen not to 
publicize its results, and nothing is more 
unreliable than a poll, but this one does 
have figures indicating that almost half of 
the population is amenable to paying 
$250 more per car if it will result in 
cleaning up air even 10 per cent. A sizable 
number of other respondents are recorded 
as favoring curtailing death-emitting in- 
dustrial developments. Maybe the reason 
why is that not less than 11 per cent said 
that a t least one member of their family 
had in the last year suffered from an 
illness they blamed on air pollution. 


Cost Of Living 


The engrossed doctrinaires like the 


FEA's Frank Zarb and America's Jerry 
Ford react to the panic that we are 
literally dying from the production of our 


wealth by insisting that it's not economi- 
cally feasible to stop killing ourselves. We 
need our jobs more than we need our 
lives, but such is the reasoning of political 
fanaticism. Apparently, American capi- 
talism is literally in its death throes; we 
can't afford to keep on living. 


This intellectual pollution is being of- 


fered as sound, free market economics. 
Even monopoly capitalism isn't that de- 
based. Health, clean air, pure food are 
just as much values as an automatic 
transmission or a tape deck with the car 
radio. Selling THOSE optional extras 
didn't put anybody out of work, no more 
than selling clear, pink lungs will. . . if 
you want t call them extras. 


But how do we convince Jerry Ford that 


virtually every one of us is willing to 
spend more to stay alive? That head of 
his has proved splendidly resistant to 
everything directed at it, most of all 
reason. Maybe a protest is in order. One 
like Vietnam vets staged at the Capitol 
when 


they marched past and threw their 


military medals at the place. We might 
march by the White House and throw the 
diseased organs of our dead friends and 
relatives. Black lungs, cancerous livers 
and clotted hearts. That ought to liquefy 
a crystallised brain. 
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Touch A Cable, Get Future Shocked

Intermittently over the past 


decade, 
editors 
of 
weekly 


news-magazines would, when 
not much elss diverted their 
attention, rediscover the 
promise of cable televisions 
'and call for a take-out on the 
subject. 


Such explanations ("Wiring 


the 
World," "The Battle 


Against Pay TV," "The New 


• Revolution in Communica- 


tions") were, alas, invariably 
predictable and the reader — 
this reader, at least — would 
tire of all the pleasant blue- 
skying and turn to the sports 
section where he could be com- 
forted with today's realities. 


And 'yet despite all the 


glorious predictions of things 
to come as a result of cable 
television, a number of people 
quietly went about their busi- 
ness and, what do you know? 
The revolution is here. 


Sylvester Weaver, a former 


president of NBC-TV who, 
among other things, created 
the long-running "Today" and 
"Tonight" shows, had been 
telling us for nearly two de- 
cades that the day of pay TV 
was, as Secretary Kissinger 
might say, "at hand." And the 
other week "at hand," for me, 
was at hand. 


But before I tell you how this 


communications revolution re- 
vealed itself to me, some back- 
ground detail is in order. 


About five years ago the 


folks over at the local cable 
company advised us that for 
just nine dollars a month, our 
television could be attached to 
the "wire" and thus would be 
made available to us superior 
reception, more channels, ex- 
clusive coverage of local teams 
and a host of other surprises. 


My wife and I subscribed to 


the service and soon Gilligan's 
Island 'was coming in better 
than ever before. 


One of the new noncom- 


mercial channels was known 
as "free access," which meant 
that anybody who could make 
a video tape could have his 
"program" wired to us faithful 
subscribers. 


Among the freewheelihg 


"programs" 
presented 
was 


something produced by a man 
who must have been exiled 
from 
Andy Warhol's attic. 


Known as "Midnight Blue" it 
gave us sleazy shots of women 
bathing together, nude in- 
terviews with porno stars and 
other such delights.

PARIS (UPI) — Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger has ap- 
parently decided to stress co- 
operation instead of confronta- 
tion with Third World coun- 
tries at an international con- 
ference on energy and raw ma- 
terials. 


Kissinger's speech on oil 


prices at Tuesday's opening 
session of the Conference on 
International Economic Coop- 
eration was praised as mod- 
erate by most delegates. 


But the Algerian Press Ser- 


vice said it was moderate only 
"in relation to the hardness 
that certain delegations ex- 
pected and other wished from 
the 
American secretary of 


state." 


Some of these expectations 


were of Kissinger's own mak- 
ing. 


Kissinger told British re- 


porters in London Sunday that 
he would make a "confronta- 
tional" speech threatening to 
cut some aid to poor nations 
unless they join his campaign 
for lower oil prices. 


But the secretary's speech 


Tuesday stressed cooperation 
and, while urging lower oil 
prices, repeated past U.S. pro- 
posals to help the poor nations. 


Kissinger apparently had a 


change of heart in the 48 hours 
before he spoke. But the rea- 
son was not clear. 


Some government sources 


said Kissinger still sees the oil 
crisis as a battle, with the 
West up against a hostile bloc 
of oil producers and the Third 
World to be won to one side or 
the other. 


The sources said a struggle 


to influence Kissinger was 
going on within the State De- 
partment, with the "confron- 
ters" prevailing on Sunday 
and the "cooperators" winning 
out on Tuesday. 


Other sources denied any 


l a s t - m i n u t e 
c h a n g e in 


Kissinger's speech and said he 
"was just blowing offf steam" 
in London. 


The three-day meeting is 


charged with setting up the 
apparatus 
to 
reshape 
the 


world's economic relations. 


The ministers from the 27 


delegations — 26 nations plus 
the European Common Mar- 
ket — will set up four com- 
missions on energy-, raw mate- 
rials, development aid and fi- 
nance. 
. The commissions were ex- 
pected to meet for two to three 
years to work out new relations 
between rich and poor coun- 
tries. 


In his speech Tuesday, Kis- 


singer called for lower oil 
prices, although his aides said 
later this reduction should 
come via market pressures and 
not through the conference 
meetings. 


He told the international oil 


cartel it had an obligation to 
help developing nations cope 
with 
rocketing 
fuel 
prices 


because the Western nations 
cannot do it alone.

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Instant Lottery 
Has Problems 


By United Preis International 


The Illinois state lottery is regarded the 


largest in the nation, but it has its problems 
— someone has been accused of tapping the 
till. 


New York's lottery was under fire for 


mismanagement but was operating fine — 
until Oct. 22, when it was suspended 
because duplicate tickets had been printed 
for one of the drawings. 


A few administrative foulups, occasional 


pressure from antigambling groups and a few 
instances of cheating have plagued state 
lotteries across the country, but most are 
making money for states. 


The New York lottery began in June 1967 


and in the 1971-72 fiscal period it took in 
$53.4 million. 


There were some charges of mismanage- 


ment, particularly over cases where the 
winning six-digit number had not been sold 
and no top prize was awarded. Lottery 
officials said that if the number had been 
disqualified, the top, $25,000 prize would 
then have to be awarded to everyone with 
the last five digits, an unsound proposition. 


But the double print for one of the draw- 


ings did the lottery in New York Gov. Hugh 
Carey suspended the operation and fired 
Lottery Director Jerry Bruno and 315 lottery 
employes. 


He has since ordered development of an 


instant lottery game — in which ticket 
purchasers know immediately if they have 
won — and indicated the new plan was 
expected to begin sometime next year. Carey 
predicts the new game will pull in $70 
million a year for the state 


An instant game has proven a gold mine 


for the Michigan state lottery. 


The regular Michigan lottery has operated 


almost trouble free since its start in Novem- 


ber of 1972 and had been netting an average 
of $65 million a year. But officials are 
expecting an even more profitable year this 
year because of "Instant Lottery1' tickets, 
which are being bought at the rate of 1 
million a day. 


That led to some complaints from tavern 


owners that patrons were buying more lot- 
tery tickets than booze, but the complaints 
were minor. 


A similar instant lottery brought trouble to 


Illinois. 


A woman who once worked at a state 


lottery office has been accused of trying to 
cheat two $10,000 Instant Lottery winners 
out of their winnings by cashing in the 
tickets for herself and switching their win- 
ners for losing tickets. Both winners have 
been paid and she has been charged with two 
counts of official misconduct and two counts 
of altering a state lottery ticket. 


The Illinois instant game, run along with 


the regular weekly drawing, also has brought 
some complaints from businessmen who say 
their stores are glutted with people who want 
to purchase nothing more than instant 
tickets. And antigambling forces complain 
that the instant tickets encourage people to 
overspend on gambling. 


Illinois Lottery Director Ralph Batch says 


he would recommend no more than two 
instant games a year — each running about 
12 weeks. 


Lotteries in Rhode Island, Connecticut 


and Ohio were running smoothly. The Rhode 
Island lottery made about $5.1 million last 
year — about what they estimated for 
revenues The Ohio lottery, little over a year 
old, has brought $51 million to the state 
treasury and a minimum of complaints. 
Connecticut has been pulling in $51 million 
a year on its lottery with no problems.

quite embarrassed. 


But Dr. Allan Mann of the

finally found the coffin con- 
taining the remains of 
America's most famous flag

sumed this week. 


"I'm glad things did work

Study of Black Market Babies 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 


The U.S. Children's Bureau 
has begun a study of black 
market babies and other adop- 
tion abuses in five cities. 


"The selling of babies is 


barbaric and the need to 
eliminate such activity is ur- 
gent," said adoption specialist 
Ursula Gallagher in a report 
explaining the study. 


She cited press and con- 


gressional reports that infants 
have been bought and sold for 
'fees up to $25,000 in recent 


years. She recalled that Sen- 
ate hearings in the 1950s and 
1960s disclosed abuses includ- 
ing placement of children for 
high fees without concern for 
the biological mother, quali- 
fications of the would-be pa- 
rents or the safety and welfare 
of the child. 


"It appears that history is 


repeating itself, probably in 
view of the imbalance between 
'supply and demand' of 
babies," her report said 


The report, in the new issue 


of Children Today, a publica- 
tion of the Department of 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, said five cities were 
chosen for the study because of 
large volumes of adoptions: 
New York, Philadelphia, Mi- 
ami, Los Angeles and Des 
Moines, Iowa. 


Miss Gallagher, who recent- 


ly retired from the Children's 
Bureau, said the study will 
look at "laws and practices 
that make it possible for black 
m a r k e t placements to 


No More Fear of Flying 


ABOAED JET CLIPPER NORTHERN 


EAGLE (UPI) — A planeload of worried 
passengers made a lazy loop over central 
Georgia Tuesday, ending a seven-week 
course designed to teach people to overcome 
the fear of flying. 


"I just grew up with some false fears," 


Betty Bradford, an Atlanta housewi"e who 
never flew before, said as she looked at white 
cloud tops 19,000 feet over Macon "I had no 
idea it would be so smooth." 


Only two of the 87, mostly middle-aged 


"students" in Capt Truman "Slim" Cum- 
mings' flight-fear course backed out of the 
trip, which began and ended at Atlanta's 
airport. Two others flew petrified, gulping 
pint bottles of champagne beer-style, drink- 
ing from the bottle with one hand and 
squeezing the arm rest with the other. 


"This has got to be the most exhilarating 


moment of my life —it's beautiful, beau- 
tiful," said Margaret Cooper, who said she 
makes dozens of flights each year "but never 


without tranquihzers or a couple of drinks" 
for the nerves. 


"It's like Alcoholics Anonymous — you're 


not free of your fears forevermore," she said 
"You take it a day at a time, or a trip at a 
time. We've learned to let the courageous 
part of ourselves overcome the fearful part." 


Cummmgs, a 29-year veteran flying for 


Pan American Airways, holds a psychology 
degree and has conducted the Monday night 
fear-of-flying courses in Miami and Houston 
For the "graduation" flight, Pan Am pro- 
vided a Boeing 707, three pilots and four 
stewardesses chosen for their enthusiasm. 


Cummings and Dr. Ken Monn, a Georgia 


State University psychologist, taught the 
class tension-relieving exercises. During the 
seven weeks of classes, the fearful fliers also 
toured the Hartsfield Airport control tower 
and a Delta Airlines maintenance plant, to 
see how everything was taken care of for 
flight.

Our 
friends gave us presents." 
, But a thief cut short the 
Tuck's happiness. The family 
returned home from a visit 
with relatives to find all the 


" presents gone along with stereo 
equipment, tapes and a cof- 


'"feemaker. It was the fourth 
••time in a year the house had 
. been burglarized. 
•' "Things were pretty bleak," 
•-said Mrs. Tuck. "We didn't 
- know what we were going to 


do." 


••• But others did know what to 
,do. People from as far away as 
^Okinawa decided to help the 
'Tucks when they read of the 
.family's plight. 


Gifts and donations poured 


in, so many that Tuck is now 
referring doners to children's 
_homes. 


"We've never had a Christ- 


- mas like this and I know we'll 


never top it," said Tuck, who 
suffered a stroke himself when 
he was 10 and still has occa- 
sional seizures. He works on 
the assembly line at a sub- 
urban Ford plant but is fre- 
quently laid off because of 
economic problems within the 
auto industry.

•Tonawanda, got started 
playing Santa Claus almost by 
•accident. It has since become 
•a hobby and almost a second 
occupation for him, although 
he never gets paid for it. 


"I never take a penny," he 


said. "If I did, it would be 
commercial, and I'm not a 
department store Santa." 


He was talked into playing 


Santa Claus for a party for the 
Transportatimn Club of Buf- 
falo in the early 1950s after the 
man who had been playing the 
role became ill. 
; He renhed a costume, played 
Santa and enjoyed it. 
- Several years later, a woman 
with a retarded child asked 
him if he would play the role 
at Calasanctius School, an in- 
stitution for the physically and 
mentally handicapped.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The people who 


sell flowers think the poinsettia is getting a 
bum rap this Christmas season from those 
who say it's poisonous. And the Agriculture 
Department seems to agree. 


An investigation being conducted by the 


Consumer Product Safety Commission into 
whether the flowers should carry warning 
labels telling buyers to keep them out of 
children's reach sparked a new round of bad 
poinsettia publicity last week. 


But the American Association of Nurs- 


erymen says charges against the plants are 
a "myth" and that no fatalities or even 
serious 
injuries 
resulting 
from 
eating 


poinsettia leaves have ever been confirmed. 


Among other things it cites a 1971 study 


done at Ohio State University In which rats 
were fed ground poinsettia leaves. The rats, 
the study said, showed "no mortality land) 
no symptoms of toxicity..." 


The group also said that a frequently 


mentioned report of a chilvl dying from 
eating a poinsettia leaf in Hawaii in 1919 has 
been proven to be "heres-ay." 


One Agriculture Department researcher 


agreed "all sorts of other possibilities" could 
have caused the Hawaii death. 


"We firmly believe there is no basis for 


saying they are poisonous or toxic at all." the 
researcher said. Some persons are prone to 
a "little skin reaction" from touching the 
poinsettia leaves, he said, but thousands of 
the plants are processed in the florist in- 
dustry even' year and few problems result. 


The nurserymen also claim mistletoe sold 


in this country presents no hazard — unlike 
the European variety which has been linked 
to poisonings. The difference, one official 
said, is that U.S. mistletoe grows wild, 
unlike the European type which is cultivated 
and a different variety

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Democrats Change Convention Rules 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


The state Democratic commit- 
tee has changed the rules, and 
rank-and-file Democrats in the 
state will be picking fewer of 
their delegates to the 1976 na- 
tional convention. 


The comittee voted Tuesday 


to increase the at-large portion 
of the delegation from 20 to 25 
per cent, a move which drew 
charges from reform Demo- 
crats that party leaders would 
have more control in shaping 
the delegation which goes to 
the convention in New York 
City next summer. 


The committee also voted to 


remove the party's so-called 15 
per cent rule, thereby allowing 
a candidate a portion of the 
state's at-large delegation no 
matter what percentage of the 
popular vote his delegates get 
in electons in the state's con- 
gressional districts. 


Under the new rules enrolled 


Democrats in the state will 
elect 205 delegates in the April 
6 primary, and the state com- 
mittee will choose 69 at large 
delegates. 


Dropping the 15 per cent 


rule will allow a candidate to 
claim a percentage of the at- 
large group equal to his dele- 
gates' percentage of the vote 
for elected delegates. 


Previously, a candidate's 


delegates had to poll at least 
15 per cent of the popular vote 
before he could be awarded

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


Only 4,461,069 of the 7,734,720 
New Yorkers registered to vote 
Nov. 4 actually showed up at 
the polls, according to 'the 
state Board of Elections. 


Of those who did show up at 


the polls, the board said this 
week, nearly a third failed to 
vote on each of seven constitu- 
tional amendments and one 
statewide proposition on the 
ballot. 


The 
voters narrowly ap- 


proved a state constitutional 
amendment permitting chari- 
table organizations to conduct 
Las Vegas type gambling, re- 
versing an earlier, unofficial 
tally which showed the pro- 
posal being rejected. 


The state Board of Can- 


vassers, meeting at the Board 
of Election offices, 
formally 


certified the gambling amend- 
ment vote as 1,497,217 in favor 
to 1,491,943 opposed, a plural- 
ity of only 5,274. They said 
1,471,909, or 33.0 per cent, of 
the voters left that question 
blank or void on their ballots. 


The canvassers' final figures 


showed that the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the state con- 
stitution was rejected by every 
county in the state except 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, the 
Bronx nnd Queens. 


Overall, the ERA was de- 


feated by a margin of 1.950,993 
against to 1,470,213 in favor, 
the board said. Another 
1,039,863 ballots, or 23.3 per 
cent, were blank or void. 


The gambling amendment 


will not in itself ease restric- 
tions on games of chance, but 
it permits localities to hold 
referenda on the subject. 


II n community chooses, re- 


ligious, charitable and non- 
profit organizations may use 
such forms of gambling as 
"casino nights" or rallies. Pre- 
viously, only bingo was legal.

them to make up the dif- 
ference. 


The decision to drop the 15 


per cent rule represented a 
victory for reformers, although 
they had lost a challenge to the 
rule before the party's Com- 
pliance Review Commission, 
the body which must approve 
state methods for selecting 
delegates 


The commission voted 10-9 


with one abstention against a 
Weiss challenge, but needed 
11 votes to accept the state 
committee's 15 per cent ar- 
rangement. Party officials 
Tuesday 
told the meeting 


enough national officials 


wanted the change to force the 
issue. 


Weiss charged national 


' Chairman Robert Strauss had 


applied pressure to keep his 
challenge from being ac- 
cepted, but Cunningham said, 
"I know of no efforts on the 
part of Mr. Strauss to in- 
fluence the vote."

In Genera 's Letters 


LONDON (UPI) - More 


than 90 love letters written 
from the World War II battle 


" front by the commander of the 


British army to the wife of a 
senior diplomat were auc- 
tioned Wednesday for $9,600. 


The letters from Sir John 


French, commander of the 
British Expeditionary Force, 
addressed to society beauty 
Winifred Bennett, are 
sprinkled with passionate Ed- 
wardian endearments. 


""My darling darling Wen- 


dy," he began. She called him 
Peter, Wendy's friend in the 
fairy tale "Peter Pan." Mrs. 
"Bennett referred to her hus- 
band as "Pompous Percy." 


But between the cooing 


lines, French wrote about se- 


cret troop movements and 
plans for British army attacks, 
as well as visits by King 
George V, Winston Churchill 
and Gen. Horatio H. Kitch- 
ener. 


When French resigned after 


thousands of soldiers died in a 
series of fruitless battles, he 
wrote to Mrs. Bennett, "I 
shan't care one jot about this 
if you understand. It is only 
you that matters to me and I 
think you realize the value of 
the work which has been done 
in the past 15 months.'' 


French's descendants 


criticized the sale "as the low- 
est form of muckraking," but 
Mrs. Bennett's family said the 
letters gave a valuable insight 
into the conduct of the war. 


FCC Probe Disclosure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 


Federal Communications 
Commission investigation has 
revealed the FBI and other 
federal law enforcement agen- 
cies may have received in- 
formation about private 
Western Union telegrams 
without required court orders. 


The disclosure came in a 


reply by Western Union to 
FCC inquiries of reports that 
communication firms worked 
with federal intelligence oper- 
ations in intercepting cables. 


The American Telephone 


and Telgraph Co. replied it 
assisted the FBI on wiretaps 
for both voice and nonvoice 
communications in cases the 
Justice Department said in- 
volved national security. 


Two other major interna- 


tional communication firms, 


ITT World Communications 
and RCA Global Communica- 
tions, refused to disclose such 
information, saying it was 
classified. 


The FCC is seeking to de- 


termine whether any of its 
regulations or any criminal 
provisions of the Communica- 
tions Act of 1934 were violated. 


R. J. Hertz, an FCC lawyer, 


said the responses would be 
examined to see if further in- 
vestigation is warranted or if 
fines should be imposed for 
illegal disclosure of radio and 
wire communications. 


"There's a good chance a 


good bit of it will be turned 
over to Justice (Department)," 
Hertz said. 


Western Union Vice Presi- 


dent Richard C. Hostetler told 
the FCC Western Union has 


from time to time complied 
with subpoenas for telegraph 
messages. 


"In a limited number of 


cases the existence of such 
telegraphic messages may 
have been disclosed to federal 
law enforcement agents on 
their demand prior to their 
obtaining a subpoena," he 
said. 


"On several occasions, 


agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation have de- 
manded to know, without in- 
dicating the purpose of their 
inquiries, whether specific tel- 
ex circuits (identified in each 
case by circuit number) were 
or were not in service; these 
inquiries have been answered 
by Western Union," he said.

They wanted to have a little life insurance 
by having their drivers prepared—just in case. We taught the 
chauffeur of the chairman of the board."

Since then, about 75 chauffeurs employed by big corporations 


or wealthy individuals have taken the course. Bondurant sends 
the employers written evaluations of their drivers, and some 
chauffeurs have been replaced. 


"The corporations now realize a chauffeur can save the lives 


of their people," he said.

The PSC spokesman said 


that although no type size 
changes were planned, some 
telephone companies have 
begun introducing a more 
readable type face.

which Bondurant's instructors pursue the student chauffeur 
around the hilly track at Sears Point international Raceway, 
where the school is located. 


"One night," says Bondurant, "one of our students crested 


the top of a hill during the chase, and then as he went down 
the other side he turned off his lights trying to escape, did a 
180-degree turn, pulled off into the grass—and my instructor 
went by and didn't even see him. I felt proud." 


Bondurant started his school 7 1-2 years ago and until the 


anti-kidnaping course he concentrated mainly on training race 
drivers, people who drive sports cars and others who just 
wanted to improve their highway ability. 


"The Corporate Chauffeur's Course," as he calls ths threeday 


anti-hijacking session, combines elements of all these classes. 
Tnere is police-style pursuit, racing and stunt driving. 


"We teach skid control, high speed cornering technique and 


sharp braking," he said. "Then we put the drivers through 
chases and maneuvers with obstacles." 


The chauffeurs use their corporation cars—mostly Cadillac 


limousines—and are put through front, rear and fourwheel 
lockups, 180 and 360 degree turns, recovery drills and an oil- 
slicked skid area. 


"It's not the kind of thing a chauffeur would do—unless he's 


trying to save his boss' life," said Bondurant.

Add all the other ingredients leaving the whites of 
the eggs to go in last, having been whisked to a stiff 
frost. Mix well, tie it in a cloth and boil six hours. 
Turn the pudding occassionaly, keep the kettle 
supplied with boiling water. To be served with 
sauce.

This 
causes ovenvatering. 


Check holiday plants for 


bugs. One way bugs get on 
house plants is by hitchhiking 
in on new plants. Spray the 
newcomers with an aerosol. 
It's best to avoid trouble before 
it starts.

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Lola Falana Is a Rebel in More Ways Than One

NEW YORK 


Lola Falana, braless, in 


skin-tight jeans and a sheer 
embroidered peasant blouse, is 
curled up in a high-backed 
chair in a hotel room prattling 
about her sezpot image which 
is getting her everywhere. 


"Well," she smiles, "some 


people think I'm cute. When I 
was growing up, my brothers 
used to dash out and buy 
Playboy magazine and pore 
over the centerfolds. Now 
that's really sexy! I never felt 
sexy because my breasts are 
small. See, I always wanted . 
big ones. But everone in my 
high school gym classes knew 
I was the only female who 
really didn't need a bra. Sexy 
is in the eye of the beholder. 
Oh, I'm just me!" 


Lola Falana is a dazzler who 


has come a long way. One of 
six children of a Camden, 
N.J., welder, she is an out- 
spoken entertainer who's a fre- 
, quent guest on the talk shows 
and 
the 
woman ABC-TV 


wants to star in an upcoming 
hour-long special. Lola, who 
started entertaining in non- 
descript cabarets for $10 a 
night when she was 14, is on 
her way to becoming a million- 
aire. 


About her spiraling success, 


greatly abetted by her regular 
appearances on Ben Vereen's 
"Summer Variety Show": 


"Oh, 
there's an ex- 


traordinary feeling'of ex- 
pression that, in a way, sur- 
passes the monetary achieve- 
ments. The songs I sing repre- 
sent the things I want to say. 
And when I dance, the liber- 
ation of the body is symbolic to 
the liberation I feel in my 
head. I kick up a leg, I jump, 
I soar, I roll on the floor. Most 
people move through life sit- 
ting or walking rigidly. All the 
energies and needs for release 
are bottle up. Look, when I 
move, I move. That's what 
success is, man, moving!" 


Lola, a black version of Gina 


Lollobrigida, had her first vic- 
tories in Italy. In the late "60s 
and early '70s when top Ro- 
man designers were spotlight- 
ing black mannequins in the 
rarefied haute couture salons, 
Lola started modeling high 
fashion and ended up being on 
the cover of such slick maga- 
zines as Oggi. Eventually she 
appared regularly on Italian 
television, singing American 
pop in eight Italian dialects. 
She has even starred in an 
Italian western. 


"The Italians accepted me 


Quickly," she says. "In the 
United States we talk about 
the melting pot, but it's just a 
figure of speech. When I was in 
Italy, the Italians insisted I 
was Italian. I protested, 'no, I 


Apparently her husband 


tried to "change" her, and it's 
one of the things that has 
caused past rifts. 


"At first, my man penalized 


me for being successful. We 
scuffled a bit. But one day I 
just told him: 'Honey, don't be 
jealous about what I'm doing. 
Jealousy is a tedious, trying 
emotion. And, further, if you'd 
rather I stay in the backwoods, 
why don't you just dash off 
and let me be?'

On being black: "I'm glad 


, my success is coming to me in 
the United States. The little 
blacks — the children — need 
heroes and heroines who are 
black. When I was a child, my 
brothers and I revered the 
Lone Ranger and Davy 
Crockett. Things have 
changed drastically. I get lota 
of mail from young women — 
blacks and whites — who want 
to know about hairdos and 
clothes. So, in a way, I'm no- 
color."

But they said 
that when I was in Italy, I 
would be considered Italian- 
period.

Lola, a protege of Sammy 


Davis Jr., is married to Butch 
Tavaras, a singer of Portu- 
guese extraction from New 
Beford, Mass., but she frowns 
on the institution of marriage 
— especially hers. 


"My husband and I share 


very little of our lives," she 
says. "We communicate by 
telephone. He's someplace and 
I'm someplace else. The mar- 
riage goes on by credit card. 
Aw, sometimes we get together 
— like a day here, four days 
there.

Nobody 
is going to weight me down 
with rags. I don't need any of 
that drama." 


Lola Falana, who's about to 


buy a house but still lives in a 
chic apartment in the elegant 
Brentwood section of Los An- 
geles, says she cannot live hap- 
pily without being surrounded 
by greens. 


The ceiling of her huge living 


room has 43 hanging plants 
strung from it. "It means I 
have to care for some living 
thing besides myself,"- she 
says. "Plants make me respon- 
sible. Besides, when I look up, 
I want to see either sky or 
leaves." 


When. Lola delineates the 


"ideal" man, she focuses on 
the physical first, the person- 


ality second. "I am drawn to a 
man who's athletic and 
health-conscious," she says. 
"The man who cares about 
himself cares about others. 
Dancers are athletes, too. 
They're sportsmen who move 
to music. 


"I cannot stand men who 


have preconceived, precondi- 
tioned hangups on a woman's 
role in life.

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But Will They Take Place of Mothers? 


Fathers Who 'Father' on Increase 


NEW YORK 


Some men start "fathering" 


early these days—in the de- 
li very room. 


According to Dr. T. Berry 


Brazelton, Director of Child 
Development 
Unit 
at 
the 


Children's Hospital in Boston, 
men who attend classes in pre- 
natal care and assist their 
wives at childbirth are defi- 
nitely on the increase, reports 
{he Institute of Life Insurance. 


"A father's decision to help 


in the care of a new infant at 
home, whether it's giving the 
baby a bath, changing diapers 
or just enjoying the baby at 
fussy times," Dr. Brazelton 
told the Institute, "not only 
strengthens a marriage but is 
very important to the family's 
future 


"Sharing their roles as pa- 


rents early on," Dr. Brazelton 
believes, "gives credence to 
the couple's mutual sense of 
responsibility for each other 
and the new baby. The sup- 
portiveness is an important 
indication of their future as a 
family unit." 


The spirit that has propelled 


men in increasing numbers to 
participate in the care of their 
infant children has in recent 
years been responsible for the 
growing interest American 
men are taking in all phases of 
parenthood, reports an in- 
stitute spokesman. 


Not only are more fathers 


assisting their wives in baby 
care, but some men are even 
taking time from their jobs 
these days to play a more 
active role m raising their chil- 
dren. There is a growing au- 
dience for the spate of new 
books dealing with "parent- 
ing" for fathers as well as 
greater participation by men 
in forums where male roles and 
responsibilities as "sharing" or 
"single" parents are discussed 
And, in at least one large city, 
men, married and single, par- 
ticipate 
in surrogate-father 


courses given to those who 
wish to take care of children by 
day m their homes 


While few will deny that the 


women's movement has con- 
tributed 
to 
the 
shift 
to 


"shared" or, in some cases, 
"single" parenthood, a great 
many fathers agree with Dr 
Brazelton about the salutary 
results of "fathering " 


One such man is Gary 


Ackerman, a New York Junior 
high school teacher who won 
the light to a paternity leave to 
help bring up a baby son. Mr 


Ackerman took an interim job 
editing a neighborhood weekly 
newspaper, which let 
him 


make his own working hours 
His comment on the time he 
spent helping his wife with 
their infant son and small 
daughter: "All I can say is, our 
kids seem to be the happiest 
kids in the world " 


Or, there is Roy Gettings, an 


illustrator hi Atlanta, Ga., 
who became a full-time parent 
when he was awarded his 
children's custody m a divorce 
case — a more frequent occur- 
rence these days. 


Gettings, who does most of 


his work at night after putting 
his two children, a boy, 7, and 
a girl, 5, to bed and before 
getting up at 7 o'clock to fix 
their breakfast and take them 
to school, complains of the 
"battered parent" syndrome 
However, he says "No matter 
how rough it has been—juggl- 
ing work schedules, no social 
life to speak of and dishpan 
hands down to the elbows- 
having the kids near, sharing 
their wonder and joys and 


helping them with their prob- 
lems is something I wouldn't 
have wanted to miss for a 
minute." 


As for the men who are now 


sharing the role of parenting 
with their working wives, their 
lives are changing too. "I had 
always thought that my wife 
had the easy job, staying home 
just taking care of the house 
and the kids—monotonous but 
easy," says one thirtyish hus- 
band, an engineer whose wife 
had gone back to work when 
their youngest child entered 
kindergarten 


As a result of discussions— 


not always amicable, they ad- 
mit—both are now sharing 
household chores 
This in- 


cludes planning of meals, 
cooking, attending PTA meet- 
ings and cleaning 


"The other day, a Saturday 


afternoon," says the husband, 
"I washed the kitchen floor, 
helped my 10-year old make a 
quiche Lorraine—she had seen 
it demonstrated on the French 
Chef on TV—and told my son, 
13, the facts of life. Sure, the

After "role-sharing" can 


"role reversal" be far behind? 
Will fathers change places 
with mothers m the 
fore- 


seeable future9 


One man who believes it's 


possible is Dr. Warren T. Far- 
rell, assistant professor of soci- 
ology at Brooklyn College and 
author 
of "The 
Liberated 


Man." Dr. Farrell, speaking at 
a seminar on "Changing Sex 
Roles and the Effect on Family 
Finances" sponsored by the 
institute, said: "New forms of 
division of labor within the 
family should be another op- 
tion available to husbands and 
wives." This would mean, he 
said, 
"reversing traditional 


roles—having the woman hold- 
ing down an outside job while 
the man stays at home to take 
care of the household and chil- 
dren." 


For too long, Dr. Farrell be- 


lieves, "the division of sex 
roles in our society meant that 
the man, by virtue of bearing 
the burden for being the fami- 
ly breadwinner, had little day- 
to-day contact with his chil- 
dren. Often, by the time he 
comes home, the children are 
in bed " 


Conforming to the tradi- 


tional masculine-feminine 
stereotypes, according to Dr 


Farrell, has deprived many 
husbands and fathers "from 
enjoying warm relationships 
with their children." 


However, if Dr. Farrell sees 


role-reversal as one future al- 
ternative, futurist Leo Davids, 
assistant professor of sociology 
at York University in Ontario, 
Canada, foresees a time less 
than twenty years from now, 
when parents-to-be or would- 
be-parents, both women and 
men, may have to prove their 
suitability through successful 
completion of a course in pa- 
renthood, to gain a license to 
practice it The curriculum 
would include, he says, such 
subjects as human reproduc- 
tion, child development, phys- 
iology, psychology and, pre- 
sumably, diaper-changing. 


"Possibly, some fathers will 


be probibited form full-time 
employment outside the home 
while they have pre-school 
children, or should their chil- 
dren have extra needs in- 
dicated by poor conduct, or 
other symptoms of psychic dis- 
tress," he says. 


While this picture of mar- 


riage in the 1990's leaves vari- 
ous questions unanswered and 
may not be embraced by many 
theologians, psychologists 
or parents, both Dr Brazelton 
and Dr Farrell would agree 
with Professor Davids that 
fathers who spend more time 
with their children benefit not 
only their families but 
themselves

Richards Returns to Sod 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Paul 


Richards, the manager when 
the late Nellie Fox and Minnie 
Minoso were 
the key 


speedsters of the "Go Go" Chi- 
cago White Sox, returned to 
Comiskey Park today, named 
to pilot the team for a second 
time by new owner Bill Veeck. 


Veeck, only one day after he 


signed final papers to take 
ownership of the team from 
John Allyn, announced Wed- 
nesday that the 67-year-old 
Richards would replace Chuck 
Tanner. 


But Veeck said that he 


hoped Tanner, whose contract 
runs through 1978, would re- 
main with the White Sox in 
"whatever capacity he 
chooses." Tanner, also present 
at the news conference, said he 
would make a decision in a few 
days. 


Richards, whose managerial 


career with the White Sox ex- 
tended from 1951 through Sep- 
tember of 1954, directed the 
team to 342 wins and 265 
losses, never finishing worse 
than fourth in the eight-team 
American League. He also 
served as field manager at Bal- 
timore and general manager 
for the Orioles, the Houston 
Astros and the Atlanta Braves.

athletes as part of an overall, 
larger case involving Texas 
Senate Secretary Charles A. 
Schnabel. 


What evidence Smith will 


use before the grand jury is not 
known, but Smith has ob- 
tained sworn statements from 
some athletes who said they 
received pay checks from the 
Texas Senate for work they did 
not perform. 


Those who have told UPI 


they received the money in- 
clude Alfred Jackson, starting 
split end on the Longhorns 
football team, freshman foot- 
ball player Terrance 
Tschatchula, one-time NCAA 
hurdle champion Robert 
Primeaux 
and another 


hurdler, Bill Blessing. 


Another athlete, basketball 


player Rich Parson, denied 
statements by fellow employes 
that he also received money 
covering a period he did not 
actually work. 


Dr. Charles A. LeMaistre, 


chancellor of the University of 
Texas system, said Smith had 
discussed the case with him. , 


"The fact that the matter 


was sufficient for the district 
attorney to take affidavits was 
sufficient reason to me to 
think that we should look into 
it," said LeMaistre. 


He said school president Dr. 


Lorene Rogers, athletic direc- 
tor Darrell Royal, and athletic 
council chairman J. Neils 
Thompson would conduct the 
inquiry. 


"I think that the university 


always is aware of looking into 
rules and seeing that they are 
complied with," he said. 


LeMaistre said Smith did 


not tell him of any of the 
details of the case but simply 
that affidavits were being 
taken. 


Smith said he would decide 


by Dec. 30 whether to keep the 
current session of the Travis 
County grand jury in session 
for an extra period of time to 
hear the evidence or call a 
special grand jury. 


The bulk of the evidence 


presented to the grand jury 
will concern alleged kickbacks 
and other improprieties in- 
volving Schnabel, who is ac- 
cused of using state employes 
to work on his ranch. 


The athletes are not in- 


volved in the kickback allega- 
tions, although Schnable has 
employed athletes at his ranch 
to brand and vaccinate cattle. 


Athletes became involved 


when it was learned payroll 
records indicated they were 
paid through the entire sum- 
mer when, by their own ad- 
mission, they had left work in 
the Texas Senate before the 
end of the summer. 


Jackson (in 1974) and 


Tschatchula (last August) said 
they left their summer jobs in 
the Senate 
printing 
offce 


because they had to report to 
two-a-day workouts in ad- 
vance of the football season. 
The payroll records, however, 
show they continued receiving 
money until the end of August. 


Those who talked with UPI 


said they saw nothing wrong 
with it at the time. 


"I wasn't there the last two 


weeks," Blessing said. "The 
other athletes had finished 
and I just decided we might as 
well quit at the same time. I 
just disappeared when they 
did." 


In addition, payroll records 


indicate two other athletes 
were in violation of NCAA 
rules but not state laws by 
working during the time they 
were in school on football 
scholarships.

Rose's Romance 
With New York 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Pete Rose has a romance going 


with the Big Apple. 


Two months ago, Rose visited New York to receive an 


automobile as the most valuable player in the recent World 
Series against Boston. On Wednesday, the Cincinnati Reds 
third baseman returned for an award by Sports Illustrated 
magazine as its 1975 Sportsman of the Year. 


The affable Rose, a terrific player by any other name, 


helped beat the Red Sox in a seven-game world series that 
belongs among the greatest post-season classics played. 


"Pete Rose's contributions to the Reds' drive to the world 


championship are incalculable," said the magazine's edi- 
tors in selecting the 33-year-old third sacker for the trophy. 


The nickname of "Charley Hustle" aptly applies to the 


switch-hitting Rose, whose philosophy is: "I give 110 per 
cent. I don't give 100 per cent because some guy opposite 
me might be giving that much. 


"If you have a guy equal in ability to me, I'm gonna beat 


him because I'll try harder." 


The indefatigable Rose hit .317 during the regular 1975 


season and batted .370 in the world series. 


He believes the Reds will return for- the 1976 classic, 


especially after trades that brought utility strength in 
infielder Mike Lum from Atlanta and Bob Bailey from 
Montreal. 


"We put it all together in 1975. We're coming off a great 


year and the experience we picked up should help us 
tremendously. We were the best defensive team in the 
National League last season and when we have Don Gullett 
on the mound, we have nine hitters in the lineup." 


Rose credits speed and defense for Cincinnati's success. 
"We have a number of parks in the National League with 


artificial surfaces and that means a lot for speed. The 
American League has few stadiums with that mock grass 
surface. Regular turf slows down a runner." 


Pretty soon it'll be June in January for Rose. He knows 


that when New Year's Day rolls around, the baseball season 
can't be far behind.

NFL Rejects Memphis 


NEW YORK (UPI) - John Bassett, a man used to getting 


his own way, was rebuffed Wednesday by the National Football 
League expansion committee in his bid to obtain a franchise 
for Memphis. 


"Bassett, who gave the defunct World Football League instant 
credibility when he lured away Larry Csonka, Jim Kiick and 
Paul Warfield from the Super Bowl champion Miami Dolphins, 
made his pitch to have his Memphis Southman team become 
part of the NFL. He was joined by representatives of Birm- 
ingham. 


vThe NFL's expansion committee of Pittsburgh Steelera vice- 
president Dan Rooney, San Francisco 49ers president Lou 
Spadia and Dallas Cowboys general manager Tex Schramm 
turned down the applications. 


_ The committee, which consulted fay telephone with Denver 
Broncos chairman of the board Gerald Phipps, cited the fact 
the NFL already is putting expansion franchises into Tampa 
and Seattle next year in rejecting the applications. 


• "We felt at this time we should not have any additional 
expansion," Rooney said. "At this time, because of problems 
that exist — in litigation, fanances and personnel — we should 
not have a further dilution in the form of players, television 
revenues and public relations, which would be necessary to 
make these teams known. 


• "We listened to their views. We told them that we felt we 
should not do it at this time. But we would get back to our 
full membership. We told them we'd do it anyway they desire, 
a special meeting or a mail ballot. They said they'd get back 
to us in a couple of days and let us know how they wanted it 
done." 


The setback is highly unlikely to deter Bassett's from his 


objective of gaining an NFL franchise. He came to the 
expansion committee meeting armed with pledges to buy 
40,000 season tickets and appproximately 25 players from his 
Southmen team still under contract. In addition to the three 
former Dolphins, Bassett also has running back Willie Spencer, 
who outgained Csonka and was actively sought by several NFL 
clubs after the WFL folded. 


That the financially-disastrous WFL was able to last as long 


as it did was a tribute to Bassett's determination. During the 
catastrophic first season, it was Bassett who forced founder 
Gary Davidson out of the commissioner's position and restruc- 
tured the league. 


When the WFL finally went under, Bassett went to court to 


prohibit the NFL from signing any Southmen players, hoping 
to strengthen his bid for a franchise with a readymade team. 


However, it is unlikely to league members to overrule the 


NFL expansion committee and that quite possibly will send 
Bassett and the NFL back to court in an anti-trust suit.

Yonkers Welcomes State Probe 


YONKERS, N.Y. (UPI) - Timothy Rooney, president of 


Yonkere Raceway, said Wednesday that he welcomes a probe 
by the State Investigation Commission to look into the state 
Racing and Wagering Board's supervision of harness racing at 
Yonkers. 


"Since purchasing Yonkere Raceway, we have complied with 


all the rules and regulations of the New York State Racing and 
Wagering Board," Rooney said. 


"We welcome the investigation of the State Commission and 


we are positive that they will find that not only is everything 
in order but that Yonkers Raceway is the finest run racetrack 
in the world," he said. 


On Tuesday, Governor Carey asked the SIC to determine if 


the state was receiving its proper share of pari-mutuel revenues 
from the harness tracks and if bettors were getting a fair deal. 


In a letter to SIC Chairman David W. Brown, the Governor 


asked the panel to determine whether the board had "fully met 
its statutory obligations and whether the interests of the 
wagering and tax-paying public have been properly served." 


Carey said the request was prompted by information turned 


up by state Budget Director Peter Goldmark's office and others. 
He did not elaborate. 
» ' 


The Governor aeked the SIC to study both the board's 


supervision of the harness racing industry and the board's 
monitoring of the finances of the corporations which run the . 
industry in the state. 


Carey asked for recommendations "to more adequately 


protect the general public if additional protection is found to 
be necessary." 


Rooney said the SIC "will find that we have produced more 


revenue for the State of New York, the city of Yonkers and the 
City of New York than the previous owners of Yonkers 
(Raceway)." 


He added, "We also pay higher wages to our employees, 


purees to the horsemen and have invested more in maintenance 
and improvements while at the same time we are making less 
in pofit and salaries than was made by the previous owners in 
salaries and dividends."
